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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


At a Meeting of the Councils for 1890 and 1891 held in the Board 
Room on the 3rd March, the charge of the affairs of the Municipality 
was handed over to the present Council, when Mr. Macergcor, as 
Chairman of the outgoing Council, expressed his regret that, owing 
to the absence of Mr. Ap.er, he was unable to thank him personally © 
for his long services on the different Councils during the last five 
years; he begged, however, to thank the other Members of the Council 
for 1890 for their valuable services and assistance during the past 
year. Mr. Wueeter said that he and the other Members had much 
pleasure in serving on the Council with Mr. Macarecor, and indivi- 
dually he felt sure that if the affairs of the Municipality continued 
during the coming year under the able management of the present 
Chairman, they would be conducted in the same satisfactory manner 
as they had been during the past year. 

Mr. Macarrcor having thanked Mr, Wurever and the others, 
then said that this concluded the business of the Council for 1890, 
as owing to the inclement state of the weather they could not have the 
usual inspection of the Police force on that day. 

The outgoing Members of the Council for 1890 then withdrew, 
and the Council for 1891 proceeded to elect the following office-bearers

» Mr. Macerzcor having resigned his seat at the Board in May 
last, in consequence of his intended departure from Shanghai, 
Mr. J. G. Puxnpon, the Vice-Chairman, took his place as Chairman, 
and Mr, E. A. Prosst was unanimously elected Vice-Chairman’ in 
place of Mr. Purpox; Mr. N. A. Signs having expressed his willing- 
ness to serve on the Council, was then elected to fill the vacancy at the 
Board caused by the resignation of Mr. Macerxcor, 


DEFENCE MATTERS.

The condition of the Corps still: continues satisfactory, and owing 
to the excitement caused by the disturbances along the Yangtsze 
Valley, a considerable, and it is to be hoped permanent, addition to 
its numbers has been made by the raising of two Infantry companies, 
one composed of members of German and the other: of members of 
Portuguese nationality ; the former uses the German drill, but the latter 
has adopted the English drill, and comes into the Battalion as “D.” 
Company. Major Morrison has resigned the commawd of the Corps 
and Captain Cecil Holliday, of the Light Horse, has been elected in his 
place. 

A sham fight took place on the 9th December in conjunction with 
parties from H.M.S. “ Caroline” and “ Archer.” The Volunteers 
formed the attacking and the Sailors and Marines the defending force. 
The umpires adjudged the “ Battle” to be drawn. 


In Musketry the position is one of satisfactory advance on ua 


whole, During the year75,615 rounds of rifle and carbine ball ammunition 
have been expended, of which 44,197 rounds have been issued free and 
31,418 rounds on payment, to be used in private practice. 

The Gun Practice at the Point has not been carried on as regularly 
a8 heretofore, owing to the necessity that has been felt for keeping a 
plentiful supply of ammunition in stock. 164 projectiles of all descrip- 
tions have been fired during 1891. 

The Chairman of the Council having applied to Major-General 
G. Digby Barker for an officer to inspect the Corps after its Training, 
received an answer to the effect that General Barker would do the Corps 


the honor of inspecting it in person. Other duties, however, unfortunately,- 


intervened, and Major Tottenham, Ist Batt. Argyle and Sutherland 
Highlanders (91st), was detailed to take his place.

From the General Officer Commanding in China and Hongkong. 
Hongkong, 16th June 1891, 

Srr,—I have the honour to forward herewith for the information of yourself 
and of the Municipal Council, and for transmission to the Officer Commanding 
the Corps a copy of Major Tottenham's report on his recent inspection of the 
Volunteer Force at Shanghai. 

While congratulating the Municipality, and especially Major Morrison and the 
Officers of the Corps, on the very efficient state to which the force generally has 
been brought, and on the interest takeg by most members in the movement, as 
shown by the large increase in the number of those who have qualified as efficients 
this season, I would invite attention to the Inspecting Officer's remark as to want 
of punctuality, and to the considerable increase i: the number of absentees with- 
out leave from the inspection parade. . 

I observe from the report that the use of the carbine has been discontinued by 
the Light Horse owing to the difficu’ty which has been experienced in carrying 
them on ponies. As in my opinion it is of great importance that such’a force 
should carry a reliable fire-arm, I would sugzest that, before finally giving up the

carbine, experiments should be made with a view to ascertaining the practicability 
of carrying it ‘slung—as with the Mackenzie equipment used in India, or in any 
other way which may be found suitable. é

S1,-I have the honour to state for the information of His V-xcellency the 
Major-General Commanding the troops in China, that in accordance with orders 
received I proceeded to shanghai on the 26th March, 1891, to inspect the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps. 

, The Corps consists of— 

A Troop of Light Horse, armed with swords and revolvers. The carbine has 
been discontinued as the buckets hung too near the ground when carried on 
ponies. 

A Battery of Artillery with 4 9-pr. R.B.L. guns and 2 wagons, The wagons 
have been fitted with ammunition-boxes to carry a sufficient number of rounds for 
the four guns, The guns and wagons are each drawn by 4 ponies which belong to 
the Municipality and are used in water-carts, ete., at other times, 

A Battalion of Infantry of 3 Companies. 

The Light Horse is commanded by Captain Hough. 

The Battery by Captain Brodie Clarke, 

The Companies of Infantry by— 

“A.” Company—Captain Little.

the whole Corps being under the commani of Major Morrison. 

The Corps trains for a month previous to its inspection. 

A programme of annual training is enclose 1. 
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The inspection this year was held on the 4th April 1891. 

I took every opportunity I could of seeing each arm of the Corps at its 
private parades previous to the inspection, and I consider the Officers commanding 
ithe different arms know their drill and are capable of imparting instruction to their 
‘Troop, Battery, and Companies, and take a great interest in their work. 

At the inspection the Light Horse, under Captain Hough, turned out clean, 

and their saddles and bridles appeared to be in good order and the ponies seemed 
to be well in hand, ‘ 

They marched past steadily at the “ walk.” 

They manceuvred after the inspection steadily with the exception that in the 
“pursuing practice” the ponies got a little out of hand. 

The Troop turned out 6 stronger than at last year’s inspection—being alto- 
gether 9 stronger this year than last year. 

The Battery, under Captain Brodie Clarke, appeared to have turned out in a 
satisfactory manner, guns and equipment in good order, 

Their march past in line was very good. 

Their manceuvres after were well performed, the ponies being well handled by 
the drivers, and, considering the short time allowed for their training, standing 
the fire and the rattle of the guns very well. 

The “dismounting” and “ mounting” of the guns was very smart. 

They turned out 50 strong of all ranks with no men absent without leave— 
their strength being this year 57 as against 62 last year. 

Each gun and wagon was fully manned and horsed, 

The Infantry turned out smart and clean, their rifles and belts being in good 
order, 

They marched past in “column” steadily and came back in “ quarter 
column " well, but in “doubling” past they were a little unsteady, but 1 believe 
they had not had much practice at it. They manceuvred afterwards fairly well, 

The “ manual exercise" was fair, 

1 saw the Captains of Companies drill the Battalion and they appeared to be 
able to handle it in an efficient manner, 

Isawa sham-fight afterwards, One company and 2 guns were sent out to 
take up a position, and the other two companies and 2 guns attacked it. 

The defending force took up a position behind some mounds and rough 
ground, 

The attacking force did not advance as laid down-in the Infantry Drill Book, 
1889, but advanced one company supporting the other, the whole of the leading 
company being in the firing line, 

The attacking force could not attack in a direct line to their front owing to 
the Cricket ground and Athletic ground being placed out of bounds on the right 
and right front ; they had therefore to move in a curve towards the position. 
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The firing line advanced well with the exception that they crowded together 
rather too much, which exposed them more to the artillery fire opposing 
them. 

The ground the advancing party was moving over was a bare plain. 

The firing line should have been reinforced sooner and there was not enough 
mutual support, in fact, none during the first part of the advance, by covering the 
advance of one portion of the company by fire from the other part, 

In the second part of the assault the supporting company was brought up and 
then the attacking force advanced by portions covered by the fire of the remainder 
of the force, 

Major Morrison explained to me that the reason he advanced in this order 
was that his companies were so small that if he advanced as laid down in the 
Drill Book his sections would be too small to be effective. 

The strength of Infantry of all ranks present on parade wag.113, against 128 
last year, 

The total strength of the Corps at the Inspection this year was, of all ranks, 
216 as against 229 last Inspection. 


There were 18 men absent without leave this year, against 12 last year ; 


with leave, 29 against 3£—making the total strength of the Corps this year 203, 
against 275 last year. : 

Linspected the armoury and the gun shed and found the stores in good 
condition ; the guns and rifles clean and free from rust ; the harness in good order 
and well preserved. 

I think Major Morrison is to be congratulated on the very efficient state of 
the Corps. . His zealand untiring energy, his knowledge of the drill and detail of 
each arm of his Corps show how thoroughly he gives up his spare time to the good 
of his Corps. 

The officers and men deserve to be complimented on the efficiency of the 
Corps, which is due to their giving up their spare time for such a worthy object 

“as the defence of the Settlement. 

They should devote the whole time laid down for instruction to drill, I 
noticed on one occasion that time was wasted by the unpunctuality of some men 
in not arriving at the place of parade at the time appointed, thereby preventing 
those men that had arrived from going on with their drill. 

Iwish to bring to your notice the satisfactory number of “efficients duly 

_ qualified” this year, namely, 156 as against 131 last year ; also the decrease in the: 
’ number of non-efficients, namely, 49 against 57 last year.

Uniforms.—During the year 68 éomplete uniforms have been

Artillery Ponies.—There has been no change in regard to these, 
they remain, 4 bays, purchased for the Battery, and 4 ponies presented 
by Lieut. D. E. Sassoon, viz., 2 greys, a chestnut and a brown. The 
system of hiring additional ponies from time to time as required 
continues satisfactory. * 

_ Arms, Ammunition, etc.—The 9 pr. R. B. L. Armstrong guns 
are in perfect order, and the Blakeley gun is considered serviceable. 
The Gatling gun has been rendered useless by the bursting of one of 
the barrels, the accident having been caused by a defective cartridge. 
‘The weapon is of a very old and comparatively unsatisfactory type, 
and, owing to its liability to “jam,” of somewhat doubtful utility. The 
Council has purchased the 3-barrel Nordenfelt machine gun to which 
the following letter has reference. 
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Shanghai Volunteer Corps, 
Head Quarters, 
Shanghai, 8th June, 1891. 

Srr,—I have the honour to address you orf the subject of the advisability of 
getting a machine gnn for the Volunteer Corps. Fora long time I felt doubts. 
as to the propriety of asking for such a gun, but I consider the Corps is ina 
sufficiently good state as regards discipline to be entrusted with one, and there 
can be no doubt:as to its efficacy in the case of a really serious disturbance. 

After very carefully examining the Maxim gun I came to the conclusion that 
it would not suit us as well as the Nordenfelt, I however referred the matter to 
Colonel Chater in Hongkong, and after consultation with other officers there he 
wrote me to the effect that they were unanimously in favour of the Nordenfelt 
also, 

Captain Harvey, who és here at present, and is the representative of the 
Maxim Nordenfelt Company, states that the price of the 3-barrel Nordenfelt 
complete with light tripod and wheels is £228, with 4°/, for packing and delivery 
f.0 b. in London. 

I hope the Council will see their way to providing the Corps with one of 
these guns, 

There will be difficulty ‘about ammunition, because though the gun takes the 
Martini-Henry cartridge, it does not work properly with the rolled cartridge-cases 
such as are supplied to us, and 1 am informed that the Hongkong authorities will 
probably refuse to supply solid drawn cartridges, As however it will take some 
time to get the gun, there will be time to arrange this matter, 

I fear the whole of our Gatling gun ammunition will have to be condemned, 
but I shall address you later on this point,

LIGHTING. 


The lighting of the Settlement and Bubbling Well road with Gas 
and Electric lamps, for which the usual provision was made in the 
Budget, has been continued thronghout the year, and where required 
additional lamps have been provided. ; 


Gas Lanes. 


Lighting of the Settlement.—The contract made with the Gas 
Company in June 1890 to supply the lamps required by the Council 
for a period of three years, at the rate of $2.70 per lamp per month, 
remains in force, and no reduction has been made in the charge per 
lamp then agreed on, but from the annexed letter it will be seen that 
from the Ist January 1892 a farther discount of 5 9/, will be allowed 
-on the Gas used in the Municipal buildings, provided that the 
average monthly consumption for the year amounts to 50;000 cubic 
feet or upwards :— —

Srr—I am instructed by my Directors to inform you that from the 
Ist of January 1892, they intend to allow an additional 5 °/, discount on gas used 
in the Municipal Council's buildings and passing through meters, if the average

15 additional lamps have been lighted in various parts of the 
Settlements during the year, making the total number 406, and arrange- 
ments have been made for 6 additional lamps in the Woosung road 
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between the Boone Road and the Rifle Range from the Ist January 
1892, which will increase the number to 412, against 391 on the 
31st December 1890. It has also been decided to have a strong 
burning lamp placed on the Bund between the Canton and Foochow 
roads, where it is very badly lighted at present. 

Gas Main to the French Concession.—The following correspondence 
gives details of the conditions on which the Councils for the Foreign 
Settlements North and South of the Yang-king-pang agreed to allow 


the Gas Company to lay a main across the Chekiang road bridge 
into the French Concession :— 


[ Lranslation.]

S1r,—I beg to hand you enclosed copy of a letter I hare been instructed 
by this Municipal Council to write to the Directors of the “Shanghai Gas 

, Company” concerning the laying, over bridge No. 7 on the Yang-king-pang, 
of the main pipe which is to connect the two networks of gas-pipes on the two 
Settlements, as well as the answer received from the Secretary of the said 
‘Company. 

You will see from this correspondence that the “ Shanghai Gas Company” 
is prepared to pay for all the works occasioned by laying the pipe in question. 
Among these works will be the replacing the stone pillars of bridge No. 7 by 
cast-iron pillars. A pattern of the latter, prepared by Messrs. Borp & Co., will 
be submitted to the Engineer of-your Municipality.

Extract from Letter to Shanghai Gas Co, 


“Tn order to avoid endangering the stability of the bridge, it is thought 
‘advisable that the main pipe should be laid along the iron girder which serves 
as a railing to the bridge. ? 

“ This will make it necessary to replace the four stone pillars by cast-iron 
ones, and to have the stone abutments reconstructed. 

* All these alterations being for the interest of your company, in order that 
the gas-pipes of the two Settlements may be connected, the entire cost of them 
should be paid by the Gas Company,”

In July last the Secretary to the New Shanghai Electric Company, 
Limited, wrote to the Municipal Engineer, stating that he was authorized 
by his Directors to say, “that they were prepared to supply seven 
additional are lamps for lighting certain road extensions in Hongkew 
at an annual charge of Tls. 180 each, being a reduction of Tis. 40.93 
on the price paid by the Council for the lamps then in use, and 
reducing the average cost of all the lamps from Tls, 220,93 to 
Tls. 217.43 each, He also stated that his Directors wished to be 
informed whether the Council would give the Electric Company a 
contract for the supply of lamps for a term of years, similar to the 
contracts made with the Water Works and Gas Companies. 

This letter was submitted to the Council, and after giving it their 
careful consideration they decided to write to the Electric Company 
offering to make a contract with them provided that some further 
reduction was made in the average rate proposed to be charged for 
each lamp. 

From the following correspondence it will be seen that eventually 
a contract was made for a term of about two years, say from 
Ist September 1891 to 30th June 1893, at the rate of Tis 210 for 
each lamp, being a reduction of Tls. 10.90 per lamp on the rate 
formerly charged, and annexed is the Agreement :—

that my Directors are prepared, on the above conditions, to supply arc lamps 
to the Municipal Council at the rate of Tls. 210 per annum, instead of Ts. 220.98, 
the price now paid; this Company would then receive from the Council 
Tis. 830.68 per annum less than at present. 

I am further desired to remind you that, since this company came into 
existence in 1888, it has already reduced the average price per lamp from 
Tis.

There are now in all 77 Electric lamps in the Settlements, an 
additional one having been placed at the intersection of the Kiukiang 
and Hoopeh roads, where the former road has been recently widened 
to 30 feet. 

Licenses. 


When preparing the Budget for this year the Council for 1890 
‘made allowance for a decrease in the amount to be collected for Native 
License fees, in the expectation that there would be a continued falling~ 
off in the number of Jin-ric-shas and Wheel-barrows plying for hire in 
the Settlements, owing to the stricter enforcement by the Police of the 
traffic regulations, but the reverse has proved to be the case, and the 
‘receipts are nearly Tis. 4,700 over the estimates. 

The total amount collected has been Tis. 111,693, against 
Tis. 109,557 last year, an increase of about Tls. 2,200, all which is due 
+o the larger amounts received for fees on Jin-ric-shas, Wheel-barrows, 
Cargo-boats and Opium-shops, as most of the others have prodaced 
rather less than last year, principally however owing to the rate of 
exchange, for converting into taels the dollars received as fees, having — 
ruled exceptionally Jow during most of the year. 

Opium-Shops.—The number licensed each month has varied very 
considerably during the year, there having been only 1,132 in February, 
whilst in June there were 1,178; latterly, however, there has been a 
gradual decrease, which the owners of these establishments attribute to 
the regulations made in Jaly by the Councils for the Settlements North 
and South of the Yang-king-pang prohibiting women from frequenting - 
opium-shops. The average number licensed each month has been 1,158, 
against 1,185 last year, and the fees collected amount to Tis. 33,000, 
against Tis, 32,100. 

Pawn- Shops have slightly decreased in number, the fees collected 
amounting only to Tis. 4,244, against Tis. 4,474 last year.

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Tea-Shops.—There is a fair increase in the number of Tea-shops, 
8,789, or 815 per month, having been licensed, against 3,680, or 306 
per month, last year, but the fees amount only to Tis. 3,520, against 
Tis. 3,483. 

Carriages.—Although the native population of the Settlements 
must be ‘increasing, there is a slight falling-off in the number of 
Carriages plying for hire, only 8,016 having been licensed, against 3,165 
last year, and the fees amount to Tls. 9,470, against Tls. 9,920. 

Jin-ric-shas.—For the first six months of the year there was @ 
considerable decrease in the number of Jin-ric-shas plying for hire in . 
the Settlement, only 15,571 having been licensed, against 17,061 for 
the same peried in 1890, but during the last six months the number has 
gone on steadily increasing, and for the whole year 32,681, or 2,723 
per month, have been licensed, against 31,595, or 2,633 per month, last 
year, whilst the fees collected amount to Tls 35,390, against Tls. 34,360 
last year. 

The traffic regulations have been vigorously enforced by the police,. 
8,700 licenses having been confiscated during the year, and 
17,900 suspended for longer or shorter periods, for breaches of them, 

Representations having been made to the Council of the difficulty 
experienced by Natives in recovering property left by them in jin-ric-shas, 
from their inability to identify either the vehicle or the coolie in charge 
of it, owing to the number of the license on the coolie’s jacket being 
in English figures only, it was decided in November last to have the 
numbers on the jackets printed in Chinese as well as English, and this 
has since been done. 

In reply to the following ‘letter the signatories were told that no- 
change could be made in the Police regulations for confiscating and 


suspending licenses. 
Shanghai, 29th June 1891. 

S1r,—We the undersigned hae to inform you that, all the jin-rick-shaw owners 
in the Settlement of Shanghai have agreed to form themselves into an association, 
This would enable them'to supply good jin-rick-shaws at a uniform rate to the 
public. The jin-rick-shaws will be well looked after, and the jin-rick-shaw coolies- 
will be supplied with a decent-looking uniform; numbers marked in English 
and Chinese character at the back of the coat, - 
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We now beg to bring to your notice that up till now, whenever a jin-rick-shaw 
coolie is at fault, either by misbehaving himself, in the way of quarrelling or 
shouting in the street, not keeping to his side of the road, causing obstruction 
to the general traffic, or touting for customers, he is taken to the Police station 
and the licence for plying for hire is suspended for some days, 

This entails a very serious loss to the jin-rick-shaw owners, who do not 
deserve any blame or punishment for the fault of the jin-rick-shaw coolie, We 
beg therefore humbly to bring to your kind consideration the unnecessary 


"loss the jin-rick-shaw owners are at present made to suffer. If the jin-rick-shaw. 


coolie misbehaves himself by breaking the Police regulations in any way, of 
course punish him, and not cause a loss of money to the jin-rick-shaw owners 
» by suspending or forfeiting the licence. 

We are quite willing to be responsible for keeping the jin-rick-shaws in good 
order, and if any of them are found in an unfit condition to carry passengers, 
then of course the jin-rick-shaw owner may be notified through the association, 
who will see that the jin-rick-shaw is at once put into proper order, The 
association will take special care to have the jin-rick-shaws thoroughly examined 
from time to time, to see that they are in good condition and by also seeing to- 
the uniform clothing of the jin-rick-shaw men kept clean and in good order ;. 
they have no doubt they will be able to add much to the smart appearance of 
the jin-rick-shaws, and make it a comfort and convenience to the public. 

In case you feel doubtful as to our carrying on the work of the association 
in a thorough way, as above mentioned, we would beg. you to give the 
association a trial for three months, not suspending or forfeiting their licences. 
during the period. , : 

We further agree that after paying all the expenses connected with: the 
Association the surplus money will be devoted for relieving the poor and sick 
jin-rick-shaw coolies in the way of doctor and medicines, etc, 

Trusting you will see your way to granting this request of ours,

Foreicnens, 


An enquiry into the pay received by this branch of the Force 
(as intimated in my last Annual Report) was made by the Council, 
which resalted in a liberal increase being granted, and has, I consider, 
given general satisfaction, The strength has been below that allowed 
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by the Budget, owing to the difficulty experienced in finding really 
reliable men locally. The health has been fairly good, although more 
than the usual proportion of men has been under hospital treatment, 
especially from the Hongkew Station. 


Inpians. 

There is no difficulty in obtaining the necessary number of men 
for this branch of the Foree, probably from the fact that the pay is 
more liberal here than elsewhere. They are working fairly well, but 
like all Asiatics, require to be kept under strict discipline. When 
opportunities offered, they have had rifle practice at the Range, and 
some of them have made fairly good shooting: they, however, require 
more practice, which I hope to be able to give them during the current 
year. During the past year two men belonging to this branch of the 
Force were severely wounded in an affray with drunken sailors; in 
doth cases the men, who committed the assault, were arrested and 
punished. 


Natives. 

Constant parades are held for the instruction of the Native 
‘constables; they are also given special instructions each day before 
going on duty, which they seem to forget as soon as they are out of 
the Station gate. ‘They are constantly being reported for idling, 
gossiping and sleeping on duty, and it is only a very small proportion 
of them who can be trusted to do their duty in a satisfactory manner 


unless under close supervision, 
b: ’ 
Stations. 


The Yangtszepoo Station was occupied on the Ist of June 1891, 
-and is a very commodious building. ‘The new central station has been 
commenced and will probably be ready for occupation at the end of 
1893. The Council will then be in possession of a number of Police 
Stations which would do credit to any city in the world. 


Gaots, 
The weekly average of prisoners confined in the Municipal Gaols 
uring 1891 was 110.86 against 119.25 in 1890. Since March last 


the prisoners have not been allowed ont to work the Municipal roller, 
in consequence of the facilities which they thus obtained for smuggling 
anauthorized articles into the gaol, such as files, opium, matches, 
food, ete. The exposure on the roller is no disgrace to old offenders, 
‘but on the contrary a source of enjoyment. The discontinuance of the 


chain gang and stricter supervision of the cells have had a good 
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effect. A high wall has been built on the East side of the Station 
‘compound: this with other precautions taken, will I hope, prevent a 
recurrence of the ontbreaks which have been much too frequent of 
late years, For the past three months some of the prisoners have been 
émployed at remunerative labour, picking and cleaning rattan shavings 
used for stuffing the Police mattresses, as well as remaking old and 
making new mattresses; this work has been a3 well done as, it conld 
have been, in any tailor shop in the Settlement. Much more work of a 
similar nature could be performed by the prisoners, but unfortunately 
there is not sufficient space available at either of the Police Stations. 


Crine. 


I am pleased to be able to report an absence of crime of a serious 
nature, with the exception of a case in which a Japanese fireman of 
the “ Kobe Maru” stabbed a Cantonese woman in one of the brothels 
on the Soochow Creek; the man was arrested and identified, and was 
sentenced to six months imprisonment with hard labour. 

I avail myself of this opportunity of requesting householders to 
‘take ordinary precautions for the safety of their property by seeing 
their doors and windows properly secured, as out of the 1,336 cases of 
burglary, larceny, etc., reported at the different stations during the 
year, no less than 521 of them were committed i: houses where the 
-doors or windows were left open or insecurely fastened. 

Several gangs of steamer thieves were arrested during the year. 
One man confined himself to stealing the port-hole windows; he was 
-eventually captured, and the receiver of the stolen articles was made 
to pay the value of the property stolen, the amount being refunded to 
ithe Companies concerned. 
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Miscenianeovs. 

During the time of the disturbances which occurred in the valley 
of the Yangtsze, special precautions were taken here to obtain carly 
information of approaching danger, as well as for the apprehension of 
suspicions characters in the Settlements, particnlars of which were duly 
reported to the Watch Committee for the information of the Couneil ¢ 
and although nothing occurred to disturb the peace of the Settlements, 
still the danger came so near, as to cause grave apprehension at the 
Mission stations at Jossfiecld and Siccawei. Soochow, Hangchow and 
Sungkiang were in a disturbed state, necessitating extra vigilance 
on the part of the Native officials, and even at Fung Wan Shan (The 
Hills) and the neighbouring villages, rumours of suspicious characters 
being about were rife. The elements of disturbance, which at one time 
had every appearance of following the line of the Soochow Creek, 
apparently split at Soochow, branching off to Sungkiang and Hang- 
chow in one direction and Haitnun in the other, the Mission Station at 
the latter place being destroyed. 

During the months of Jane, July, Angust. and October ba 
suspicious characters, who could not give a satisfactory account of 
themselves, were arrested and taken to the Mixed Court, and were either 
deported or sent into the City to be dealt with there; they were prin- 
cipally natives of either Anhwei, Hunan or Hoopeh, with the exception 
of a few who came from Chinkiang, Nanking and Yangchow, 

Several of the men who have been arrested by the Chinese 
Authorities for being concerned in the Koh Lao Hui movement are 
well known here, notably one named Chen Kin Loong, who was associated 
with, as well as the leader of, the gang that attacked the Point Hotel 
in 1885; he was then arrested by the Municipal Police and taken before 
the Mixed Court, and from there sent into the City for-trial. In the 
month of September last he was arrested by the Chinese Authorities at ) 
Soochow, and from there sent to Nanking, where he was beheaded on the 
17th October. A detailed account of the excention of this raffian, who 
admitted having committed three murders, appeared in the Hupao. 
His photograph was taken after the Point affair and is among the Police 
records. The whole of the men who were suspected by the Police of 
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being members of the Koh Lao Hui were of very low class, many of them 
being thieves who mostly ply their trade on the steamers running on 
the Yangtsze; these men are presumably used as tools to carry out the ; 
orders of others, who do not appear. 

The past year has been one of great anxiety and watchfulness for 
the Police, and my enleavonrs to maintain, the peace and good order of 
the Settlements have been zealously seconded by the Inspectors and 
other officers of the Force. The Detectives have especially had a very 
trying time, working night and day; and although extra work was 
thrown on them during the time that trouble was apprehended, the 
general duties of that branch of the Force were not neglected. The 
Native Detectives, I am glad to be able to state, worked faithfully and 
zealously, and were untiring in their efforts to unearth suspicious 
characters who where likely to prove a source of danger to the Settle- 
ments. Only three placards were found posted in the Settlements 
during the disturbed period, and these were of such a silly nature as not 
to be worthy of notice. A placard was found posted at Pootung, 
threatening to burn Foreign Godowns, ete., there, but this was traced to 
one of the coolies who had done it out of spite, in» consequence of 
having been discharged ; he was arrested and taken into the City. . The 
result of examination.there was that the man was crazy. 

A disturbance occurred at the Yangtszepoo Stations on the after- 
noon of the 24th December in consequence of the bunding of the Creek at 
the side of the Station ; the country people being afraid that the mouth 
of the Creek was about to be narrowed to such an extent. as would 
prevent the flood tide from reaching their fields in the interior. As it was 
feared the disturbance might become serious, a strong force of men 
under the Chief Inspector was at once despatched, but by the time they 
arrived most of the people had left. ‘the disturbance was confined 
to stone-throwing from the bridge, and two panes of glass were 
broken. 

Two fatal fires occurred during 1891; one in an alleyway off the 
Nanking Road, when one Foreigner (a member of the French Fire 
Brigade) and one Chinaman were killed by the sudden falling of a 
wall; the other, in the Honan Road, occurred in a general store, the _ 
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contents of which were of a very inflammable nature. The fire spread so 
rapidly that the inmates were unable to escape; one man, three women 
and a boy were burned, five in all, and sad to relate one of the women was 
shortly expecting her confinement. 

T am glad to be able to state that there were only 43 fires in 1591, 
against 68 in 1890. ; 

During the year 1891. 68t Native and 58 _Forcign honses have 
been built or are in course of erection, 32,681 jin-rick-shas, 31,265 
wheel-harrows and 2,493 hand-carts have been licensed. 

Fifty-two thonsand five hundred and ninety-seven native, and six 
hundred and forty-five foreigners have, for various offences, been brought 
under the notice of the Police daring the year 1891; this does not 
include four thousand three hundred and sixty-five wheel-barrow and 
hand-cart coolies, whose licenses were suspended for overloading, ete. 
2,389 dogs were captured. 

The total value of property reported stolen during 1891, at the 
different stations, was $74,714.18, from which must be deducted false 
reports, reports of a doubtful nature, and reports of property stolen outside 
the limits of the Settlements, amounting to $15,582.20, leaving the 
actual amount stolen in the Settlements at $59,181.98; out of this 
sum $45,092.81 were recovered.

Representations having been made to the Council by a great many 
Chinese residents, of the constant danger incurred by pedestrians in the 
Foochow road, of being knocked down and run over by the crowd of 
carriages continually passing up and down it, it was decided to instruct the 
police that only the carriages going from East to West should be allowed | 
to use the road between the Honan and Fohkien:roads, and that those 
coming from West to East should be obliged to turn off at the Fohkien 
road, and proceed by the Hankow or any of the other parallel roads, and 
the following Notification in English and Chinese informing residents of 
this regulation was posted in the road in July last :— 

In consequence of the crowded state of the Foochow Road—Carriages and 
Jinricshas going from West to East Will be turned off at the Fohkien Road on 
and after Monday, the 6th instant. Carriages from East to West will not be 
interfered with.

‘ Gambling in Dollars. 


; [Translation.] 
+ Proclamation issued by Mixed Court Magistrate Tsar, 


“T have received a despatch from the Shanghai District Magistrate, stating 
that business being most flourishing in Shanghai, and the circulation of money 
very great, the various Native Banks formerly speculated hvavily in Mexican 
Dollars, and secretly agreed to the amount of interest to be charged on them, 
“Consequently there was a continual strife among the speculators regarding the 
value of the Mexican Dollar. The worst of it was that the transactions were 
carried on by giving promissory notes instead of ready money, so that the pur- 
chaser may make money without any capital, if the price of Mexican Dollars goes 
up, but if the price should go down, he would have no money to pay, and con- 
quently become bankrupt, and run away. Then some unprincipled persons, who 
have money, buy up all the Mexican Dollars in the market, and keep them, so 
that they can charge heavy interest on them, which is detrimental to both 
merchants and other people. The high officials have already arrested and pun- 
ished the well-known speculator, named Yau Cha-ming, and others, and the former 
Che-hsiens have repeatedly issued proclamations, prohibiting the speculation in 
Mexican Dollara, and the Native Banks have promised to obey, The present. 
Che-hsien states, that since he has taken over the seals of office here, he has 
watched the money market carefully, and has not detected any fault, but at the 
end of the year, the circulation of money is very great for the settlemerts of 

“accounta, and some unprincipled persons may secretly speculate in Mexican 
Dollars, and charge high rates of interest on them, thereby causing merchants to 
“become bankrupt. I therefore issue this proclamation, hoping that all will desist 
from this unlawful speculation, and those who dare to disobey will be punished 
severely,” y 
Dated Kwang Heii, 16th year, 12th moon, 27th day (5th February 1891), 


Furious Driving. 


? (Translation. } 
Proclamation issued by the Mixed Court Magistrate Tsar. 
“T hereby issue this Proclamation so that all may know that those who 
injure others by furious riding or driving through densely populated places, will be 
punished one degree Icss than those who injure others in fighting, but if the injured 
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person dies, the offender will receive 100 blows, and be banished for 3,000 li. The 
law is severe so as to ensure people’s lives, Now the Foreign Settlements are 
thickly populated, and persons are often injured by furious riding or driving 
through the public thoroughfares. The offending mafoos have been arrested by 
the police and punished by the Court, Although the police have again and again 
warned the mafoos and stable-keepers that they must drive slowly, the mafoos, as 
soon as they get ont of the sight and hearing of the police, urge on their ponies 
ata reckless rate, The occupants of the carriages also tell the mafoos to race with 
one another, All they care for is to win in the race, regardless of the lives of 
others, Since the public streets in the Settlements and the Bubbling Well road 
are often crowded with pedestrians, and as most people drive about for pleasure, 
and not on official business which requires speed, they must always go slowly, 
Although the police will arrest those who may ride or drive recklessly, this 
Proclamation is issued, hoping that mafoos and stable-keepers will be more careful 
in future. But if any offender should be brought before me by the police, I will 
enforce the law to its full extent, and show no mercy. Let all obey.” 
Dated Kwang Hsii 17th year, 2nd moon, 24th day (2nd April 1891). 


Prohibiting Disturbances and Interference with Missionaries. 


[Translation.] 
Proclamation issued by H.E. Nien, Taotai of Shanghai, ete: 


“Waving ascertained that placards were posted in the French Concession 
‘and Sicawei by some bad characters, falsely accusing the missionaries, I have 
already issued a proclamation ordering both the civil and military officers to 
protect the missions, and severely punish the evil-doers who may be caught. 
But the rumours have not yet ceased, and although the merchants and other 
residents of Shanghai have always lived in peace with the missionaries, and 
never had a dispute with each other, I am afraid that the unemployed people, 
who come here from other places, may stir up trouble, so that they may have 
an opportunity of committing robbery. You people must take care and not 
mingle with them, as it will be difficult to distinguish the good from the bad 
in time of trouble, and you will be sorry when too late, Therefore I issue this 
proclamation hoping that people’ of all classes will carry on their business in 
peace, and will not be disturbed by rumours. Especially the young men must 
keep away from the rowdies when they are creating a disturbance, lest they 
should fall into the same net. Even at other times, the youths should not be 
allowed to go to the mission houses, because by their peeping into them here 
and there, their conduct might be considered suspicious. My wish is to prevent 
trouble, and save your lives and property. Don’t fail to obey.”

Proclamation issued by H.E. Liv, Viceroy of the Liangkiang Provinces, etc. 


“JT have already issued a Proclamation prohibiting the bad characters fronr 
spreading rumours against the Christian Missions, aud the ringleaders of the riot 
at Wuhu, named Wong Kong Ching, and Foo Yew Shun, have been decapitated, 
and their heads will be exposed to the public view at Nankin, Chinkiang, 
Yangchow and Shanghai, as a warning to others. I have ordered that the 
rioters at Lan-Yang must be arrested and severely punished. You people must 
carry on your business in peace, as I would be very sorry to haze you fall into 
the same net, Jf the bad characters should repent, and desist from their evil 
ways, I shall be lenient towards them. I hope that people of all classes will 
obey this Proclamation. Let the father restrain his son, and the elder, his 
younger brother. The peaceful people must not be disturbed by ramours, and 
never join any disturbance. Let the bad characters remember the punishment 
of the Wuhu rioters, and tremble. Do not disobey this.”

S1r,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 5th instant, 
‘intimating that the Chinese authorities have asked the French Council to prohibit 
women from visiting the opium-shops in their Concession, and inquiring whether 
the English Council will make a regulation to this effect should the French Council 
do so. 

Your letter has been submitted to the Council, who in reply direct me to inform 
you that in March 1888 proclamations were issued by the Native authorities pro- 
hibiting women from visiting opium-shops in this Ss ase and the police were 
instructed to assist in enforcing the regulation. 

Soon afterwards the opium-shop keepers informed the Council that. their 
business was decreasing day by day as they acted in accordance with the proclama- 
tion, whilst no such regulation was in force in the Erench Concession, and all their 
«customers were going over there, 

Since then the regulation has not been enforced in this Settlement, but the 
‘Council are now prepared to act in concert with the French Council in taking the 
necessary steps in order to meet the wishes of the Native authorities provided that 
the regulations are enforced in the French Concession,

tion shall be prosecuted before the Mixed Court, and his licence forfeited. 

Ishall be glad to arrange with you so as to have the regulation posted in this 
Settlement on the same day as that of the French Council is posted in your Con- 
cession, and the police shall be instructed to take the necessary steps to have it 
enforced.

The proclamations were posted in June and the regulation came into 
force on the Ist July. Since then the keepers of the opium-shops com- 
plain of a great falling-off in their business, as they assert that the 
women who were in the habit of visiting their places, now frequent the 
tea-shops, which are still open to them, and that they have been followed 
to these establishments by most of their male customers. 


NUISANCE BRANCH. 


The Inspector reports that during the past year the streets and 
alleyways in the Settlement have been swept and cleaned, and the 
garbage removed from them twice daily, but that it is very difficult to 
keep them clean during the winter months, as the carts go round in the 
morning before the people are up, and are consequently only able to 
remove the garbage put ont late on the previous evening. ‘The seaven- 
gers commence their work in the alleyways about 6.0 a.m., and the 
bulk of the garbage is not put out until between 9 o’elock and noon, 
as it is between these hours that the Natives prepare their fowls, fish, 
and vegetables for the midday meal, throwing the offal, refuse, ete., out 
on the roads, 
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The number of cart-loals of garbage collected during the year has 
been, in the— 
English Settlement ... 26,086, against 26,089 last year.

48,885 ,, 46,600 
an increase of 2,285 cart-loads; in addition to which’ 5,316 cart-loads 
of sand and mud have been removed from the side-channels, against 
4,622 in 1890. 

Last year the Municipal Contractor experienced considerable 
difficulty in disposing of the garbage collected on the South side of 
the Soochow Creek, owing to the Creek having been closed to boat 
traffic for several months, and this year, owing to the Hongkew Creek 
being closed whilst it is being dredged and deepened, the farmers from 
the Koong-Waen district, who usually are the principal buyers of the - 
garbage collected in Hongkew, are unable to send down their boats to 
Shanghai, and have consequently ceased from buying any. 

As the Municipal Contractor has to remove the garbage from 
the Settlement, it no doubt frequently happens that it is thrown 
into the river at night, when the country people do not send their 
boats for it, and the boatmen on several occasions have been 
eanght doing so, and have been ‘taken to the Mixed Court, and fined, 
In order to prevent this for the future, the Inspector recommends that 
the Council should have their own boats and boatmen, and that all the 
garbage which cannot be disposed of to the farmers from the country, 
should be sent over to Pootung and landed there. 

The street sinks, of which there are 3,051 in the Settlement, have 
been cleaned ont every three weeks, and 5,000 cart-loads of deposit 
have been removed from them, 

The alleys known as “Smith’s Market” are now washed down 
daily at 4 p.m., water having been laid on, and two hydrants provided, 
which has improved them very much, but they are quite unsuited for 
a market, being close, narrow, and badly ventilated, and generally 
crowded with large baskets containing from 4 to 5,000 fowls, 
geese, ducks, ete. 

The roads have been watered on 280 days, against 273 last year. 
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Removat or GarBace From tHe BayK or tHE River. 


The attention of the Conneil having been directed to the accumulation 
of garbage on the bank of the river to the South of the French Con- 
cession, where it remains till carried away by the tide, the Senior Consul 
Was requested to represent to the Taou-Tai the desirability of having 
it removed daily so as to prevent the contamination of the water by it, 
and from the annexed correspondence it will be seen that instructions 
Were given to the District Magistrate to have this done. 

Shanghai, 9th April 1891. 

Str,—I have the honour to request that you will bring to the notice of the 
Taotai the large accumulation of garbage always lying along the river bank on 
either side of the different alleyways leading from the native'city to the river, 
where it is apparently left to be carried away by the tide, contaminating the water 
supply and endangering the health not only of the residents inthe city, but of 
those in the neighbouring foreign Settlements. 

With the view of having this nuisance abated the Council will feel much 
obliged if you will represent to the Taotai the desirability of having the garbage 
removed daily,as is done with that collected in the foreign Settlements, and 
having it taken away or sent in boats into the interior where it can be disposed 
of'to the farmers for agricultural purposes.

Votre Excellence a bien youlu nous aviser que le juge de sous-district 
Onang Yu-tseng, chargé de Vinspection de “Soochow Creek,” lui avait présenté 
une supplique ainsi congue: “Le Municipal Council” a fuit construire des 
pilotis sur Ja rive située A l'extrémité méridionale du pont connu sous le nom 
de “ La-si-kiao,” avec empidtement de 29 pieds (chinois) sur la crique de 
Sou-tchéou: il s'est ainsi approprié une partie de ce cours d’eau et a de plus 
entravé la navigation, Je vous prie de me donner des ordres en conséquence, 
ete.” 

Votre Excellence nous faisait tenir en méme temps une copie de Ja supplique 
précitée, et nous prescrivait de nous rendre sur les lieux pour faire une enquéte 
et de lui présenter un rapport sur V’affaire, 

Nous avons obéi A ces instructions et avons aujourd'hui lhonneur d’exposer 
ci-dessous le résultat de nos récherches. 

La partie de la rive de “Soochow Creek" sur laquelle des pilotis ont été 
établis se trouve en avant du terrain de formation récente qui a é(é porté au 
Cadastre (il y a quelques années seulement) et qui dépend d'une propriété 
enregistrée an Consu)at Général des Etats-Unis d’Amérique sous le numero 112, 
Quand nous nous transportéimes sur les lieux, en compagnie du juge de- 
sous-district Houang-fou, qui avait examiné 4 Yorigine ce terrain de formation 
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récente, et avec l'arpenteur officiel et le chef des notables de la région, nous 
constatimes qu'il s‘était accrue naturellement d'une couche d'alluvion dont la 
propriété revenait d I’Etat et qui avait 4 l’ouest 22 pieds Anglais de large. Or, 
c'est précisément en avant de cet atterrissement qui fait partie du domaine 
public, et sur une étendue de surface qui va de l’ouest au sud-est et qui comprend 

_ une portion du terrain de formation récente dont nous avons parlé, que le 
“Municipal Council” a fait déposer des monceaux de pierres pénétrant jusque 
dans la crique qui couvrent une largeur de 24 pieds A l'est, tandis qu'd l'ouest 
ils présentent, en-dehors des 22 pieds de Ja couche d'alluvion, une saillie de 
83 pieds, ce qui constitute réellement une entraye au libre mouvement des eaux 
et géne pour Ja navigation. 

Quant 4 ce terrain qui fut inscrit sur les réles de l’impdt il y a quelques 
années seulement et qui dépend de la propriété enregistrée au Consulat Général 
des Etats-Unis sous le numéro 112, le “ Municipal Council - a fait niveler 
et a usurpé, dans son angle nord-est, un petit coin de terre, le reste de sa 
configuration n’ayant pas varié depuis l'époque de l’arpentage originaire. Or, 
nous rappellerons ici que, lors de l’abornement de la propriété enregistrée sous

Dailleurs, le “ Municipal Council” ayant jadis fait déposer sur ce méme 
terrain d’alluvion, au bord de la crique, des détritus de toute sorte et jeter 
-des tuiles et des cailloux, en quantité telle que celle-ci s’obstruait et se rétrécissait 
chaque jour d’avantage, nous avons prié votre Excellence d’adresser (aux 
sautorités intéressées) une communication officielle pour leur demander de faire 
défendre d'amener et d’accumuler désormais des immondices sur les rives du 
“Soochow Creek,” ainsi que I’attestent nos archives. Aujourd’hui que cette 
riviére vient d’étre nettoyée et draguée, il ne convient pas de recommencer a 
-agir suivant sa fantaisie en construisant des pilotis qui génent Ja libre circulation 
-des eaux, Aussi est-il de notre devoir de prier votre Excellence d’en écrire 
-4 M. le Consul Général p.i. d’Angleterre, afin que le “ Municipal Council” soit 
invité 4 faire enlever et reculer les terres qui avancent dans la crique, de telle 
sorte que l'ancienne configuration du sol soit rétablie, et pour que le chef de 
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Yentreprise des vidanges regoive en méme temps l’ordre de se conformer aux 
instructions qui lui ont été données précédemment et cesse d'amener et d’accu~ 
muler en cet endroit des détritus; il en résulterait ainsi des avantages réels 
pour le mouvement des eaux et la navigation. 

Votre Excellence appréciera s'il est opportune de prendre les mesures que 
nous venons de signaler, et nous avons honneur de lui adresser un plan explicatif” 
en annexe au présent rapport qui contient le résultat de nos investigations.

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
29th ultimo, enclosing translation of a dispatch addressed to. you by the 
Taotai complaining of the Council having bunded the foreshore of Lot 112 
U.S. Consulate, and requesting you to instruct them to haye the bunding 
removed, and the foreshore dug out, and to prohibit anyone in future from 
depositing rubbish at this place, so that the navigation of the creek may not 
be interferred with, 

In reply I have to request that you will inform the Taotai that the Council 
have not filled in any part of the foreshore of Lot 112 since the creek was 
dredged, and the line of the banks defined in 1889. 

As to the bunding which the Taotai wishes to have removed it is simply a 
stone facing placed upon the slope of the foreshore, as it was left, when the 
dredging of the creek was completed, so that it cannot interfere in any way 
with the boat traffic, and instead of being an obstruction to, it will rather 
facilitate the tidal ebb atd flow in the creek, as it will prevent any further 
accretion to the foreshore. 

As mentioned in the letter which the Chairman of the Council addressed 
to the Senior Consul in May 1890, the Council undertake to remove from the 
bed of the creek any broken bricks or tiles which may fall into it, and that the 
channel of it shall not be allowed to become narrower or shallower at this part.

In compliance with the request contained in the following letter, 
instructions were given to the Engineer to have the pond complained 
about filled in, which was done at a cost of Tis. 200, although very 
much aguinst the wishes of the Native owner of the lot where it was 
situated, who was under the impression that the Council intended to 
-elaim the land in ordor to make a road alons it :— 

Shanghai, 15th March 1891, 

Sir—We, the undersigned residents in Chau-foong Road, beg to draw 
-attention to a stagnant pond situated in the close proximity of the house occupied 
by Capt. Stout, No. 2 in this road, 

As this pond is in such a filthy condition as to be very offensive at this 
time of the year, what will it be in the height of summer? 

We hope that the Council will take steps to have this pond filled in, which 
as nothing short of a public nuisance and pernicious to the health of the 
neighbourhood,

In July last a good many cases of Cholera were reported in 
Hongkew in the neighbourhood of Seward road, and the attention of 
the Council having been directed to the filthy state of some stagnant 
ponds between this road and Broadway, which were declared to be a 
public nuisance and injurious to the health of those living near them, 
it was decided to have them filled in, and the Engineer was instructed 
to send in a report upon them, along with an estimate of the cost of 


haying the work done. 
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In August he reported that there were altogether 8 stagnant 
ponds, which were the receptacles for all the filth of the neighbourhood, 
that they emitted a most offensive stench, and were a public nuisance, 
that to fill them in would cost about Ts. 580, in addition to-which 
it would be necessary to build a culvert between two of them near 
Yuen Chang road at a cost of Ts, 485, making a total of Ts. 1,065. 
He added that the men employed by the Contractor to measure the 
ponds, met with a great deal of opposition from the country people 
there, who strongly oljected tothe pouds being filled in; he thought, 
however, that if the Conneil were willing to bear all tle expense, the 
Mixed Court Magistrate would ins 


st upon the people allowing the 


work to be carried ont. 


The Engineer was then instructed to have the ponds filled in at 
“once, and soon afterwards the Mixed Court Magistrate wrote intimating 
that he had received a petition from the inhabitants of the district 
stating that owing to a fire which took place in July the tidal ditch 
there had got filled with broken bricks, tiles, ete., which they were 
about to remove when the Council commenced to fill it in, in order 
to make a public road, and sent Constables to prevent them from 
rebuilding their houses. As the people thought that the filling-in of 
the ditch would interfere with the water-courses in the neighbourhood, 
and have an injurious effect upon the feng shui of their ancestral” 
tombs, ete., he begged that the police should be withdrawn, and the 
people allowed to clean out the ditch and rebuild their houses. In 
reply he was reminded that in 1886 the Council for that year had 
decided on filling in this ditch, but desisted from doing so, on the 
people unfertaking to make it tidal by connecting it with the Creek, 
and promising that it should always be kep\clean; that as they had 
failed to carry out this arrangement, and the ponds were the eanse 
of sickness in the neighbourhood, the present Council had given 
instructions for them to be filled in. 

On the 20th September H.B.M, Acting Consul General forwarded 
to the Council the following translation of a letter addressed to 
him by the District Magistrate requesting that the work of filling- 
in the ponds should be stopped in order to please the people, and 
annexed is the Council’s reply :—

DisTRict MAGISTRATE to Mr, Mowat. 


Shanghai, 18th September 1891. 

Srr,—I have the honour to inform you that a Petition has been lodged 
in my office by Wang Yé-t'ai and others stating that an important waterway 
jn the second division of the 23rd ward of Hongkew, connected with the general 
system of water communications, is being filled up and converted into a road. 
The Petitioners therefore beg that the American and British Consuls may be 
requested to give instructions for the work to cease. On the 12th instant, 
accompanied by the Mixed Court Magistrate Tsa1, 1 visited the spot and 
inspected it, It then appeared that owing to the drying-up and filthy condition 
of this channel, and to the offensive stench which arose from it in consequence, 
the residents in the vicinity are liable to sickness, and for that reason the task 
of filling up the creek was taken in hand, But there exists at this spot an old 
ancestral grave of the Wang family, dating back as far as the Ming dynasty, 
and the result would be most objectionable should the filling-in take place, 
pesides the fact that the channel affects the feng shui, Moreover, being necessary 
for the ‘daily needs of the residents, it cannot be summarily closed, though 
Wang Yé-t'ai and the others, who are law-abiding persons, have not ventured 
to summarily prevent the work being continued, 

Desiring to maintain friendly relations with Settlements adjoining, I have 
now given orders for the clearing-out and deepening of the channel, and likewise 
for the removal of the garbage, and fully intend to effect the cleansing of the 
place and the restoration of a navigable passage. 

I have therefore the honour to inform you of the above and to beg you to 
inform the Municipal Council in order that they may give orders for the 
immediate stoppage of the work as a measure agreeable to popular feeling.

S1r,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of the translation of a 
letter addressed to you by the District Magistrate on the 18th instant, intimating 
that he had received a petition from Wang Yé-t'ai and others stating that an 
important waterway in the second division of the 28rd ward of Hongkew ts 
being filled in by the Council, and begging that the American and British 
Consuls may be requested to give instructions for the work to cease, 

In reply I have to request that you will inform the Magistrate that last 
month the attention of the Council was directed to the state of the ponds and 
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ditches in Li Hongkew, which are the receptacle for all the filth and rubbish 
of the neighbourhood ; they emit a most offensive stench during the hot weather, 
and are a public nuisance and injurious to the health of those living near 
them. A ? 

The foul water from these ponds or ditches is used by the villagers for 
cooking and other purposes, and to this no doubt may be attributed the numerous. 
deaths from cholera which have taken place amongst them during the last six 
or seven weeks. 

Under these circumstances the Council, acting in the interest of Chinese 
as well as of Foreigners, decided to have all the ponds and ditches filled in, in 
accordance with the provisions of By-Law 27 annexed to the Land Regulations, 

From the enclosed copy of correspondence between the Mixed Court Ma- 
gistrate and the Municipal Engineer you will see that the former admits that, 
the “important waterway” referred to in the District Magistrate's letter is now 
merely a stagnant ditch, being choked with mud. A culvert, however, has been 
built over it, to carry off the water and drain the land in the neighbourhood, 


so that the feng shui of the ancestral grave of the Wang family will not be 
interfered with. 


I may add that in September 1886 a proclamation was issued by the Mixed. 


Court Magistrate ordering the residents in Li Hongkew to keep this pond clean 
and connected with the creek, but no attention seems to have been paid to it,

S1r,—1 have the honour to address you again with respect to the waterway in 

Li Hongkew now being filled in by the Municipal Council, to my previous com- 
munication on which subject I have not yet had the honour of receiving your reply. 

A further Petition has now been presented to me, complaining that the Council 
are stil] pressing on the work day and night, and have nut stopped it. 

It appears that the channel in question was dug with funds subscribed by the 
neighbouring residents with the object of affording a convenient water-supply. 
Farther, the Wang family having an ancestral grave on the spot, the feng shui is 
also involved. If the filling-up of public ground is persisted in against phe popular 
wishes, it is not unlikely that a conflict will take place. 

I venture to think that your object in wishing to fill in the stream in question 
is based solely on sanitary grounds, and it will therefore be my duty to give orders 
to the Chinese residents, under my superintendence, to thoroughly remove all 
rubbish and refuse, and to clear out the channel from time to time, and not allow 
it to be damaged. In this way only can the double end in view be attained and a 
conflict avoided, 

Thave therefore given instructions to the Petitioners, and besides reporting to 
the Taotai, I have now the honour to request you to communicate at once the 
substance both of the present and the previous despatch to the Council, and direct 
them to cease work and thereby satisfy the general wish.

Sim,—With reference to the Petition of Wang Yé-t‘ai and others, and to your 
reply to me on the subject, of the 26th instant, I have the honour to express ny 
appreciation of the unduubtedly excellent motives which have prompted the filling- 
in of the stream so as to stop offensive smells. The residents of the neighbourhood, 
however, have filed numerous Petitions all alleging the injury to their daily needs 
that will be the result of this work. Moreover, there is an ancestral grave of the 
Wang family which actually dates from the Ming dynasty, a long period of time, 
nd as soon as an alteration is made, the feng shui will be gravely prejudiced. The 
Tepresentations of the Petitions are moreover accurate, so that they cannot be- 
dismissed as untrue. 
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With regard to the epidemic that prevailed this year, Shanghai was not the 
only place affected, nor was Hongkew the only part of Shanghai that suffered, and 
exhortations based on such a plea are hardly likely to silence the objections of the 
people, 

In sum, the spot in question being common land, and the people of the neigh- 
bourhood refusing their consent, if the filling-in is persisted in, violence must 
necessarily be done to public opinion, My duties as District Magistrate, and yours 
as Consul-General are alike centred in the same place, and we being bound to set 
great store by popular contentment and the preservation of order, should try to 
devise some thoroughly acceptable measure. But the only means to secure a 
beneficial result to both sides and to prevent a conflict, is that I should direct the 
native residents, acting under my superintendence, at once and entirely to remove 
all rubbish and refuse, and to order them for the future to clear out the channel 
from time to time, and not allow it to be damaged, 

It is therefore my duty to address you again on the subject, begging that you 
will at once kindly accede to the request contained in the present and previous 
despatches. Remembering with what absolute justice you have treated public 
matters, and with what respectful admiration the educated and other classes of the 
whole city regard you, I cannot but think that you will in deference to public 
opinion and to satisfy the general hope, give orders for the work to be stopped.

Srr,—I have the honour to inform you that the District Magistrate haa 
reported to me to the following effect :—[Here follows substance of District 
Magistrate's despatch to Mr. Mowat of September 18th]. 

“To my surprise” (continues the District Magistrate] “I have as yet 
received no reply. Meanwhile the petitioners Wang Yé-t‘ai and others have again 
addressed me, representing that the Englishmen, so far from stopping the work, 
are pressing it on night and day, I venture to submit that as the waterway in

question was made for their use by the residents of the locality, and as the 
feng shui is involved, ifthe channel is thus precipitately filled in, in defiance of 
public opinion, it is not unlikely that a conflict will take place, I venture to 
think that the object which the Englishmen have in view in this undertaking is 
exclusively sanitary ; but that it is for me to give orders to the Chinese residents, 
under my superintendence, at once and thoroughly to remove all traces of rubbish 
and refuse, and to order them in future to clear out the channel from time to time 
and not allow it to be damaged, In this way only can the double end in view be 
attained and a conflict avoided. I have therefore once addressed the Consul 
fully, and have duly notified the petitioners, and I now respectfully bring the 
matter to your notice in the hope that you will send a formal request for the 
immediate cessation of the work.” 

In ‘addition to this Report from the Magistrate T have also received a petition 
from Wang Wei-ch‘éng and others to the same effect. As it appears that the 
waterway in question was made for their use by the residents of the locality, and 
as, further, the feng shui is involved, so that it would be inexpedient to fill in the 
channel precipitately, in defiance of public opinion, and thus give rise to 
conflicts, it is essential that the work should be stopped at once. I have there- 
fore the honour, while forwarding to you copy of the petition of Wang Wei- 
ch'éng and others, to request you at once to give orders for the work to be 
stopped, and the channel reopened as it existed previously, in order to avoid 


disturbance.

Mr. JAMIESON to NrEH Taotai. 
Shanghai, Sth October 1891. 

Srrj—I beg to acknowledge receipt of your despatch of the 7th October, 
stating that you had received a communication from the Shanghai Magistrate in 
regard to the filling-in of a drain in Hongkew by the Municipal Council, and also 
that you had received a petition from Wang Wei-chéng and others on the same 
subject. 

I have to observe that several comtiunications on this subject have been 
received from the Shanghai Magistrate, replies to which have been sent both by 
my predecessor Mr, Mowat and myself. These replies were to the effect that the 
drain in question haying for years been choked up with filth and rubbish, and 
peing a source of pestilence to the neighbourhood, the Council had resolved in the 
interests both of Chinese and foreigners to have it filled up. Under Bye-law 
No. 27 of the Land Regulations the Council have authority to fill up stagnant 
ponds and ditches which are a source of danger to the public, and in this case 
there would seem to have been ample reason for so doing. 
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Tt further appears that in September 1886 the Mixed Court Magistrate issued 
@ proclamation ordering the inhabitants of Li Hongkew to keep this and other 
drains clean, but no attention whatever was paid to it. The water had become 
so offensive as to be utterly unfit for use, and the people cannot complain of any 
harm to their daily needs, Further, the Council in filling in the drain have built 
a brick culvert to carry off the water, so that no injury can accrue to the 
drainage of the Wang family’s graveyard, and the private interests of the 
adjoining landowners are in no way interfered with. 

I would add that there are several other stagnant ditches and ponds in the 
same neighbourhood which haye become a general receptacle for filth and 
Tubbish, and unless these are at once cleaned out the Council propose to fill them 
up in the same way. 

I am very much surprised to find in yourjdespatch and in that of the 
Shanghai Magistrate implied threats of possible disturbance if the wishes of the 
petitioners are not complied with, If the petitioners use such language it is the 
duty of the local authorities to warn them that any attempt at disturbance would 
be followed by their immediate arrest and punishment, Under no possible 
circumstances can violence be permitted within the Settlements, and I beg you 
will inform the Magistrate that he will be held responsible for neglect of duty 
if any disorder ensues. 

In conclusion, I beg to state that having personally visited the locality and 
being satisfied that the action of the Council was within the scope of their 
authority and was required for the health of the community, and also that the 
private interests of the residents are in no way injured, it seems to me there is 


no need to discuss the question any further,

DEAR Sir,—We beg to direct your attention to the state of the pond situated 
in Hongkew to the North of Boone Road, and between Chapoo and Woosung Roads, 
The said pond being a stagnant pool is moreover used by Chinese Dyeing Works as 
a receptacle for their waste, which causes the water to be in a perfectly filthy state 
and emits in consequence a most offensive smell during the hot weather, which 
must be considered a public nuisance and is certainly most injurious to the health 
of those living near it. 

This Company possesses 5 foreign houses in the immediate neighbourhood of 
said pond, and several of these houses have been vacant during the last summer 
on account of the offensive smell of the pond, Though the said houses are let 
now, we are convinced that the same complaint will be brought forward again 
next year, and we would consider it a favour therefore if you could take steps.

GENTLEMEN,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 11th 
instant complaining of the offensive stench from the dye-pond to the north of 
Boone road between Chapoo and Woosung roads, and requesting the Coun@jl to 
take the necessary steps to have the pond filled in as soon as possible. 
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In reply'I beg to say that the pond referred to is situated upon lots Nos, 
1,008 and 1,846, registered in the name of Mr. Kingsmill, and he has been written 
to, and directed to have the pond disinfected, and filled in at once. 

The Inspector of Nuisances reports that this pond was formerly connected 
with the main drain in Boone road, through which it was supplied with an inflow 
of fresh water at high tides, but the filling-in of the pond, which has been going on 
for some time, shut off the connection with the drain, and is no doubt the cause 
of the present offensive smell from it. 

In the meantime the Municipal Engineer has been instructed to have a quan- 
tity of quicklime thrown into the pond, which will probably abate the nuisance 
until the filling-in is completed,

New Postic Latrine. 


In 1864/5, at the request of the Committee of the Paou On Tong 
Charitable Institution, the Council agreed to build a public latrine for, 
Natives, upon their property situated at the corner of the Bun Tong 
Loong, and Woo Foo Loong ; on condition that the use of the ground 
was given to them rent free, so long as they maintained the latrine on it. 

In April last .a letter was received from the Paou On Tong 
Committee, and some other residents in the neighbourhood of the latrine, 
begging that it might be removed, as it was a public nuisance and in- 
jarious to the health of those living near it, besides which, the Institution 
wanted the ground on which it stood, as they intended to build on it. 

In June, Mr. Downaut, as agent for the owner of Lot 1021, 
Cadastral Number 366, wrote insisting upon the removal of the latriue, 
as it interfered with the letting of the houses recently built near it by 
Chinese, who had leased the land from his clients for building purposes, 
and after some correspondence it was eventually agreed that if the old 
latrine was removed, no objection would be made to a new and im- 
proved one being put up in its place, subject to the conditions 
specified in the following letter :— 

Shanghai, 2nd June 1891, 
Lot 1021, 

Srr,—With regard to the Latrine in Woo-foo-long I am requested by my 
client’s tenant to make the following proposition without prejudice of course to 
their rights under the old arrangement if this is not agreed to, ‘ 

That the Council shall pull down the present Latrine and have another one 
built in its place in such a manner that no annoyance may at any time be given to 
the tenant or other occupiers on account of bad smell or otherwise. That the 
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Council shall pay to my client's tenant from time to time for so long as the latrine 
shall remain there the sum of Six Dollars per moon payable on the Ist day of every 
moon, That the outer wall shall be twenty feet high and that a clear space of five 
feet by fifty feet shall remain open as yard between the outer and inner walls. 
That one door only of about tro and a half feet wide shall be open at the corner of 
the outer wall for going in and out and that the Council shall have a man in 
uniform at all times at the Latrine for the purpose of keeping things in order, 
That there shall be no windows to the house other than those for the purpose of 
ventilation and the same shal] be opened on the roof only, 

In case of failure of performance of any of the obligations on the part of the 
Council hereunder my client's and his tenant's rights to have the Latrine removed

It was then arranged with the Committee of the Paou On Tong 
Institution that they should lease to the Council the site. for the latrine 
for a period of 20 years at an annual rental of $18.00 (Forty-eight 
dollars), and annexed is the lease. : 


LEASE, 


It is hereby mutually agreed between the Municipal Council for the Foreign 
Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang on the one hand, hereinafter called the 
Lessees, and the Trustee of the Paou-Au-Tong, Charitable [nstitution, on the other 
hand, hereinafter called the Lessor, that the said Lessor shall lease to the said 
Lessees the small piece of land, part of Lot No, 284, bounded on the South by 
Bun-tong-loong, which has been used by them as a site for a Native latrine since 
1863 and on which they are now building a new public latrine, for a period of 
Twenty (20) years, commencing on the Ist July 1891 and terminating on the 30th 
June 1911, at an annual rental of Forty-eight dollars ($48.00) payable quarterly 
say on 30th September, 31st December, 31st March and 30th June in each year, 
and that on the termination of this lease the said land shall be handed back to 
the said Lessor, 

Now the condition of the said lease is that the said Lessees shall keep and 
maintain on the said land a public latrine for the use of Natives, and in the event 
of their failing to do so, that the said lease shall terminate and the said land shall 
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be given back to the said Lessor, but the latrine shall remain the property of the- 
Lessees who may remove it or dispose of the old material in any way they may 
think fit.

MARKETS. 


The Inspector reports that during the past year he has visited daily 
the markets, and buteher-shops which supply foreigners, and has always 
found them well provided with good, and wholesome articles of food. 

The cattle kept at Pah Sien Jaoh have been regularly inspected, 
and any considered unfit for foreign consumption have been rejected 
and were afterwards disposed of to the grease-shops. 

These establishments have also been visited daily, and a record 
kept of all animals slaughtered at them, as well as of the carcasses 
brought to them to be disposed of for boiling-down purposes. 

The number of animals slaughtered to supply the foreign market 
during the year has been—

showing an increase of 2,970 head compared with last year. Of the 
animals brought to the grease-shops to be disposed of, 70 were diseased 
and 193 dead. 

The following is the quantity of meat rejected during the year as- 
unfit for the use of foreigners, say, 16 Oxen, 2 Sheep, 2 Calves, and 
3 Pigs, in addition to which 35 fillets of beef and 15 buffalo-tongues 
were seized and condemned. 

The cattle kept at the different native dairies have been inspected 
three times weekly, and have always been found free from any epidemic: 
or contagious disease. 

Early in the year sickness broke out amongst the Cows at the 
St. George’s Farm, but Dr. Wurryey, V.S., who was called in by the 
owner to examine them, reported that the sickness was not epidemic, but. 
was caused by the cattle being supplied with improper food. 

There are at present 589 head of cattle at the native dairies, against 
548 last year, an increase of 41 head.

During the last 10 or 15 years the different succeeding Councils 
‘have frequently had under consideration the question of a public 
slaughter-house, but owing to the difficulty experienced in finding a 
suitable site for it, no steps have hitherto been taken to provide one. 

In 1889, the French Council wrote suggesting that the question 
should be considered in concert by the two Councils with the view of 
arriving at some practical solution of it, but nothing was done till this 
year, when the present Council informed them that they were prepared 
to consider the question with them, and suggested as a preliminary step 
that the Engineers of the two Municipalities should arrange as to the 
best locality for a slaughter-house. 

Annexed is the correspondence on the subject, from which it will 
be seen that it was found to be impracticable to carry out a suggestion 
made by the French Council that there should be only one slaughter- 
house for both Municipalities, to be provided at their joint expense; as 
the site proposed for it was outside both Settlements, and the slaughter- 
‘house, if built there, would not have been under the control of either 
Council.

After giving the matter fall consideration, the Council came to 
the conclusion that the property on the Hongkew Creek, which was 
purchased last year from Messrs. A. Dent & Co., as Agents for 
Mr. Macpherson, was a convenient locality for a slaughter-house, and 
the French Council were informed that they had decided to have one 
built there at their own expense, so that it should be under the 
management and control of the Council for the Settlements North of 
the Yang-king-pang.

S1r,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 14th September 
intimating that in a report addressed to the French Council Mr. Blondin 
recomniends as a suitable site for a slaughter-house for both Municipalities 
a property belonging to the Lazarist Mission, situated in the Pah Sien Jao village 
between the Defence Creek and the Cemetery Road. 

Your letter has been submitted to the Council, who in reply direct me to 
inform you that after giving the subject their careful consideration, they are of 
opinion that the site recommended is not suitable, as it is outside the limits of 
the Settlements North and South of the Yang-king-pang, and if a slaughter- 
house is built there it would not be under the jurisdiction of either 
Municipality. 

The Municipal Council are strongly of opinion that the slaughter-house should 
“be within the limits of the Settlements, and as they have a property in Hongkew 
which is every way suitable for a site they have decided to have one built there, 
at their own expense. 

Should the French Council decide to build a slaughter-house on the site 
recommended by Mr. Blondin, this Council will be glad to adopt any rules in 
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common with them, in order to secure that all animals slaughtered for foreign 
-consumption are in a sound and healthy condition,

To the Chairman and Members of the Shanghai Municipal Council, 


GENTLEMEN,—In compliance with your instructions I have prepared (and 
herewith submit) plans and estimates for Public Abattoirs on the above lot, which 
isan excellent site for the proposed buildings, 

Before preparing the plans I had interviews with Mr, Howes, Mr, Cameron 
and Mr. Gale, who kindly gave me every information on the subject, and who 
together with Dr. Henderson have inspected the plans and approved the proposed 
«arrangement of the blocks and the accommodation to be provided. 
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Mr. Howes informs me that the average number of animals killed per day for 
foreign consumption throughout the year may be safely taken as under :—25 cattle, 
10 calves, 70 sheep, 10 pigs. 

In designing the building a good margin has been allowed for future increase 
in slaughtering, and ample lairage accommodation has been provided for present. 
requirements, 

The drainage, water supply and ventilation have been carefully considered. 

Automatic flushing tanks will be fixed at the head of the main drains in order 
to flush them regularly, 

The whole of the site will be paved with a jointless impervious material so 
that the slaughter houses, cooling rooms, lairage blocks, alleyways, etc., may be 
freely washed down from the hydrants, which will be fixed in suitable places. 

Four extra pairs of sliding doors have been provided as additional exits in the 
event of fire. “ 

It will be noticed that the blocks have been grouped in such a way that there 
will be ample room for future extension. 

The buildings, as will be seen from the accompanying plan, consist of six 
separate blocks, viz. :— 

1,—Slaughter houses and cooling rooms for cattle and sheep. 
2,—Lairage for cattle and sheep. 
8.—Pig slaughter house, cooling room and boiler house. 
4.—Piggeries. 

5,—Fodder house, 

6.—Offices, stores, Jatrine, ete, 

The boundary wall is 11 feet high. 

The pigs have been kept entirely separate from the cattle and sheep, the 
buildings being placed on the north side of site, 

The buildings have been designed so that animals being taken into them 
never see the slaughtering till they are taken to be slaughtered, the approaches to 
the different alleys being shut off by large gates. 

With a view to keeping the buildings cool, as much sun has been shut out of 
them as possible. 

The inside of the slaughter houses and cooling rooms will be lined for a height 
of 6 feet with portland cement plaster, 

‘The floors will be of portland cement concrete, roughened for foothold, 

The alleyways will be paved with the same material, 

The offal will collected by means of tubs, which can be taken when full, on 
iron two wheeled carriages. ; 

The following is a short description of each block :-— 

1.—Cattle and Sheep! Slaughter house and Cooling rooms Block. 

This block consists of three slaughter houses each 18 feet by 18 feet, and 

three cooling rooms 18 feet by 12 feeteach, There is room to keep the carcasses of 
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_ 12 beasts and 14 sheep in each cooling room, and 12 more beasts and 20 sheep in 
each slaughter house : That is to say, 72 beasts and 102 sheep can be slaughtered 
in one day, and the carcasses left on the premises to cool, 

The slaughter houses will be fitted with overhead rails, which run throngh the 
slaughter houses and cooling rooms, and out under the overhanging roof, which 

‘ projects 6 feet into the loading alley; the latter will enable the carcasses to be 

_ loaded under cover, The beasts will be hung from the overhead rails and the 

_ sheep from side rails, which will be fixed to the walls, just above the portland 


_ cement concrete plaster. 
z 2.—Luirage Bloch. 


This will be on the opposite side of the slaughter house alley, The byres will 
_ hold 4 cattle each and are 15 feet by 11 feet. The sheep sheds will hold 20 sheep 
_ each and are 15 feet by 13 feet: they are divided down the centre by an iron 
tailing and a water trough. The total number of animals that can be kept in 
these lairs is 68 cattle and 140 sheep, 

38.—Pig Slaughter house Block. 

This block consists of a pig slaughter house 18 feet by 20 feet, a cooling 
- room 18 feet by 20 feet, and a boiler house 20 feet by 10 feet, 

The slaughter house and cooling room will be fitted up with two rows of 
overhead rails, 
The building is ventilated by louvres along the whole length of the centre of 
~ the roof. 
40 carcasses can be left to cool in the cooling room, 

4.—Piggeries. 

The piggeries consist of four separate pigsties. The feeding troughs are placed 
along the front and the pigs are fed through doors hung so that the troughs can 
"be shut in or out of the sties. 

Each piggery will hold ten pigs. 
5 & 6.—Fodder house, Offices, Stores, ete. 
These buildings are conveniently situated and do not call for special comment,

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


FOR 


1891. 


One hundred and forty-six deaths have been registered in the 
foreign population of Shanghai during the year 1891; in calculating 
the annual death-rate, however, the number one hundred and thirty-two 
has been taken; this requires explanation. Deaths in the foreign 
population of Shanghai were registered originally in the office of the 
Municipal Council for the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang 
as a record merely of the employment of the ground in the foreign 
Cemetery, which has always been under the special care of the Muni- 
cipality. When medical certificates of death were introduced in the 
end of 1872, and it was decided that after that year no burials should 
take place without one of these, or unless authorized by a letter from 
the Consul whose nationality was concerned, a simple record of the 
interment was no longer sufficient, and the Council's office became the 
depository of all the particulars regarding the cause of death, age, 
sex, ete., which were furnished in each instance by the medical certificates 
or by the Consular burial orders. In calculating the death-rate as matters 
now stand, it will not do to take the numbers simply as they appear 
in the Register, and last year I have thought it right to exclude 
14 ont of the 146 entries. The entries excluded for 1891 are the 
following :—Two in which the nationality is certified as ‘ Chinese,’”’ 
these deaths do not of course appear in the table on page 95; six still- 
born children and one “fmtus” of six months, all these under 
medical certificate; two adults who died at sea, the bodies being brought 
to Shanghai for burial; two adults (*) and one child, whose deaths 
took place at ont-ports, but whose bodies were brought for burial to 
Shanghai. 

(*) Both of these are the deaths of old Shanghai Residents, but the foreign 
populatioa of Shanghai is one which is constantly changing, and in calculating 


the death-rate we can only fairly take into account the deaths which actually 
take place in the Settlement. 
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The deaths registered during the year are tabulated on page 95 of 
this report, At page 96 the deaths among actual residents (*) are given 
separately. The deaths of forty-five infants and young children have 


‘been registered, and these appear in a separate table on page 97.

Amongst adults the deaths of 83 men and 17 women were re- 
gistered. Of infants and young children who died during the year, 
23 were males and 20 females. Nationality was registered in 184 cases, 
the distribution being as follows :—British 60, Portuguese 17, American 
18, German 8, French 7, Spanish 4, Manilamen 4, Eurasian 4, 
Austrian 3, Swedish 3, Italian 2, Norwegian 2, African 2, Russian 1, 
Danish 1, Dutch 1, Brazilian 1, Japanese 1. 


(*) Six months spent continuously in Shanghai are taken to constitute 
residence in this as in former reports. In making up these returns the separation 
of Residents from Non-Residents is always attended with some difficulty, and 
the results are, I believe, seldom absolutely correct, 
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For the sake of comparison with past years, the table of death-rates- 
given in former reports is here extended. Up to the end of 1882, the 
entire foreign population, resident and non-resident, was estimated at 
8,600 (*). A fresh census was taken in 1885, and another again in 
1890, but the first of these did not include the French Concession. 
A comparison of the returns obtained on these two last occasions 
shows but a trifling difference in the total numbers. The death-rate 
from 1882 to 1889 inclusive is calculated on the same basis, the entire 
foreign population being estimated at 5,000. For 1890-91 the death- 
rates are calculated from the figures given by the census taken in 1890, 
viz., 5,274 (f).

(*) The census taken in 1880 gave 1,171 men, 502 women and 524 children ; 
this, however, was limited to the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang, and 
did not include the shipping. Before this, the last census of the shipping was 
taken in 1870, and gave the number 1,101; the foreign population on the French 
Concession was estimated at the same time at 316, These figures give a total 
of 3,614. 


(}) The census of 1885 for the Settlement North of the Yang-king-pang gave 
1,775 men, 1,011 women, and 887 children ; for the foreign shipping at this time 
898 individuals were returned, chiefly adult males, If to these numbers 444 be 
added, the return made for the French Concession in 1890, the resulting total 
is 5,010, 

The census for 1890 gave for the Settlement North of the Yang-king-pang 
1,811 men, 979 women, and 1,031 children; for the foreign shipping the return 
was 1,009, chiefly adult males; these figures added to 444, the return made for 
the French Concession, give a total of 5,274.

Thirty-nine cases of Cholera were treated in the Cholera wards of 
the General Hospital during the months of August and September; 
among these there were twenty-two deaths, viz. :—one in July, twelve im 
August, five in September, and four in October.

The following table gives the deaths registered in the foreign 
community from Cholera during the past seventeen years :— 


Thirty-three cases of Cholera were treated in the Shantung road 
Hospital for Chinese during the year, viz.:—22 in August, 10 in 
September, and 1 in October ; among these there were 11 deaths, viz. = 
7 in August, and 4 in September. 

The native death returns for the Settlements North of the Yang- 
king-pang, obtained through the Te-pows of the various districts into 
which the Settlement has been divided for purposes of police control 
and sanitation, are given on the last page of this report ; they shew a total 
of 232 deaths from Cholera (Fa-sha) during the year, viz.:—1 in 
January, 1 in February, 6 in July, 173 in August, and 51 in September. 
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In the native population of the Settlement North of the Yang- 
king-pang, 182 cases, presumed to be gases of death from Cholera, 
were dealt with by the Nuisance Inspector between the Ist of July and 
the 27th of October, viz.:--3 in July, 136 in August and 43 in 
September. All these were in the first instance reported to the Police 
by the Te-pows as deaths from Fa-sha (Cholera), and Mr. Howsgs, 
judging from the statements of the friends and neighbours regarding 
the symptoms and duration of illness, believed that the reports were 
probably correct in 174 cases, 7 being probably deaths from causes other 
than Cholera. Of these deaths, 39 occurred in the English Settlement 
and 148 in Hongkew. In only six cases was the use of disinfectants 
distinctly objected to by the natives, Jeyes’ Fluid, Carbolic Acid, etc., 
being freely used in all the others to disinfect the interiors, and the 
gutters, alleyways, etc., in the immediate neighbourhood of the infected 
houses. The bedding and, or, the clothing was variously disposed of, 
thus :—in 28 cases its was burned, in 44 cases its destruction by fire 
was promised, while in the remainder it was either removed by the 
friends, or could not be identified by the Inspector. The duration 
of the illness was said to have been under 20 hours in 48 cases, over 
20 and under 30 hours in 22, over 30 and under 40 hours in 34, the 
remaining 22 lasting from 40 to 90 hours. 18 of the sufferers were 
under 10 years of age, while 133 were adults between the ages of 20 
and 50. 

On the 21st of July I wrote officially to warn the Council of the 
approach of Cholera and to recommend that the Sanitary Notice, issued 
in 1885, should, with some slight alterations, be printed and circulated ; 
the notification to the public regarding nuisances, I also advised to be 
advertised in the daily newspapers. The native death returns were 
after this date made up and submitted to me at short intervals, and the 
staff of the Nuisance Inspector was strengthened. 

In the beginning of September the Council requested me 
to furnish them with a special report regarding a family (foreign) 
in which four deaths had occurred within a few days of one 
another, three being certified as deaths due to Cholera, With 
the kind assistance of the medical men in attendance, I was 
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able to supply this, but the investigation failed to bring to light 
anything unusual in the way of causation. This report was published 
at the time in the Council’s minutes, but is scarcely of sufficient import- 
ance to warrant its reproduction here. This is however one of the 
very few instances in Shanghai in which more than one consecutive 
death from Cholera has occurred in a house inhabited by foreigners, 
and I still hold the opinion which I expressed in 1882, that in Shanghai 
at least, Cholera seems very rarely to be directly communicated by the 
sick to those who are brought in contact with them, and that the 
attendants on cases of, Cholera, if ordinary care be taken, run little risk 
of infection. Regarding the causation and prevention of Cholera, I have 
at present nothing to add to what I have already written ; my former 
reports, beginning with that for 1882, have dealt very fully with 
these subjects. 

Small-Pox.—Small-Pox was unusually prevalent among the 
Chinese during the first seven months of last year. Among Foreigners 
three deaths were registered from this cause during the year. The 
table appended shows the number of deaths registered in the foreign 
and native communities during the past five years. The native death 
returns were first tabulated in these reports in 1887.

Vaccination, the isolation of the sick, and the thorough disinfection, 
or better still the destruction, of tainted clothing, bedding, ete., are 
the means by which we may hope to limit the spread of Small-Pox 
in a community. It is however impossible to apply these, or even one 
of these, with anything approaching to efficiency in the crowded native 
population now collected in, and around, the Settlement, and individual 


protection can only be secured in Shanghai by vaccination. In former 
years, owing to the difficulty experienced in procuring and cultivating 
the vaccine, vaccination had often to be delayed, and was often 
doubtless imperfectly performed; the excellent results obtained from the 
calf lymph imported from Japan, has now, however, brought vaccination 
within the reach of all who are willing to submit to the operation, and 
eases of Small-Pox should in future be of rare occurrence among 
Foreigners. 
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Meningitis—Eleven deaths have been registered during the year 
as due to Meningitis, the number being unusually large. Of these, 
eight are children, three are adults. Among the children three are 
certified as ‘tubercular’ and one as “acute spinal”; among 
the adults one is registered as “cerebral” and one as “ tubercular.’” 
Meningitis is given as a sucondary -cause of death in two cases in which 
* Alcoholism and Nephritis,” and ‘Chronic Alcoholism” are certified 
as primary causes. 


Tue Mxar Surrty. 


In the month of July, I addressed the Council on the subject of 
the meat supply of the Settlement. The Council having now decided 
to establish a public slaughter-house the greater part of this report. 
has lost its interest, that portion however relating to butchers’ shops 
within municipal limits seems to me still of sufficient importance to 
warrant its reproduction here. 

After a description of the slaughter-houses, knackers’ yards, 
etc., in Pasingkew, the report is continued as follows :—“ The 
meat is exposed to fresh sources of contamination in the butchers’ 
shops within the limits of the Settlement. At the visit I paid to 
Smith’s Market last month (end of June), the point which chiefly 
attracted my attention was the dirty condition of the ice-chests in 
which the meat is at present stored. In winter the joints, etc., are 
hung round the shop, the coolies employed by the proprietor sleeping, 
more or less crowded together, on boards projecting from the walls 
above the meat. The Market Inspector tells me that when these 
houses are opened in the morning, the atmosphere with which they are 
filled is simply insupportable, and I can well believe it, Under existing 
circumstances the Inspector is able to exercise but little control over 
the management of these shops ; if however the butchers were licensed, 
such matters as those just referred to could, I believe, easily be put 
right, a simple threat of withdrawal of the license if the recommenda- 


tions of the Inspector were not attended to would probably be found 
sufficient, * * * * * * * * * hal

“To prevent the sale of diseased meat in the shops from which 
Foreigners derive their supplies, the Inspector has at present only one 
resource, the immediate destruction of the carcass found diseased. This 
he effects by cutting it up in such a manner as permanently to disfigure 
it, rendering it easily recognisable again if exposed for sale in the 
market, but of course not preventing it from being used as food by the 
Natives or by the Mahometans should they desire so to employ it. 
This proceeding is tolerably effective, but it is illegal, and fails to prevent 
the repetition of similar offences by the same man. The butcher who 
‘owns the meat thus summarily treated, of course loses the greater 
part of the money he has paid for it, but there the matter ends; were 
he licensed, and liable also to lose his license for offences of the kind, 
it would be a very different matter. The only protection which the 
Inspector has at present against suits instituted at the Mixed Court 
for the recovery of damages by the butcher whose meat he has destroyed, 
is the fear’ the latter has of public exposure as a vendor of bad meat.”

Montcirat Loan or 1883, 


In accordance with the provision made in the Budget 100 Debentures 
of this Loan, amounting to Tls. 10,000, were paid off on the 30th June, 
leaving Tls. 25,000 outstanding, and provision will be made in the 
Budget for 1892 for paying off another Tls. 10,000 during the year, 


Moyicipan Loan or 1891, 


In November last tenders were invited for the sum of Tls, 20,000 
bearing interest at 54 °/, per annum, which the Council were authorized 
to raise by the issue of Debentures under Resolution No. 8 passed at the 
Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, for the purpose of acquiring land for new 
roads, for the extension of existing ones, and for widening streets within 
and outside the Settlement. 


Tenders were received for Tls. 72,351.59 and the following allot- 
ments were made :—

The Income for the year has proved to be fully Tls. 21,000 over the 
estimate, in which, however, is included Tls. 5,300 excess in Receipts 
for Stock and Stores and gain on outstanding accounts, but nearly 
all the sources of Revenue have produced rather more than was 
anticipated. 

The Land Tax has brought in Tls. 1,000, and the Foreign House 
Tax Tls. 1,800, more than the estimates, but the Native House Tax 
rather less, which is entirely owing to the comparatively low rate of 
exchange at which the dollars,in which the Tax is paid, have been 
converted into Taels during nearly the whole year.

At page 98 of the Municipal Report for last year it is stated that 
the exuct area of Hongkew could not then be given, as the boundaries 
of some of the lots there had not been defined nor the measurements of 
them ascertained. 

This has now been done, and a Cadastral Plan of Hongkew, similar 
to that of the Settlement South of the Soochow Creek, has been 
perpared by Mr. A. Dauuas, the Assistant Engineer. 

The Assessment Schedules of Hongkew are now completed, and will 
shortly be printed and circulated amongst the Ratepayers. 

The area for taxation is 3,182 mow, assessed at Tls, 4,954,050, 
giving an ayerage value of Tis. 1,556 per mow.

GentLemey,—I beg to submit my report for the past year. 


Correspondence. —Appended is a statement of the mail matter 
which has passed through the office compared with the previous year. 
The following figures will show the gradual increase since the 
year 1882 :—

Making an increase of 312,737 covers during the past ten years. 
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Expresses.—The number of expresses circulated during the year 
has been 897, against 1,326 in the previous year. The diminution is 
owing to a large number of expresses having been circulated otherwise 
than by this office, 


Subscribers.—The number of subscribers at the present time is 
126, against 118 at the commencement of last year. 


Stamps.—The amount of stamps sold during the year was $1,970; 
showing @ considerable decrease when compared with the previous year, 
when the amount was $3,014 (excluding the Tls. 1,176 realized by 
sale of old stock of cash stamps at auction). 


This falling-off is, in a measure, attributable to the restriction 
which prevents the sale of stamps to any but Shanghai residents. 


L. P. 0. Agency, Amoy.—This branch was carried on satisfactorily 
by Mr. H. J. Woop, until the 14th December last, when he sent in his 
resignation, and appointed Mr. J. G. Gdrz to act temporarily in his 
place. 


Native Staf.—The native staff in 1883 consisted of 23 men, and 
the work was done by the same number until last April, when it was 
found necessary for the proper discharge of the duties to increase the 
staff; an additional letter-sorter and one coolie were therefore 
added. 


Complaints.—Few complaints have been made during the year, and 
those, with one exception, were of a trivial nature. In May last a 
delivery coolie was found guilty of appropriating mail matter which he 
should have delivered. He has in consequence been charged with the 
offence at the Mixed Court, anddismissed the service. Since that time the 
working of the office has gone on satisfactorily. In the case of circulars, 
etc., going astray, the cause has invariably been traced to the senders 
wrongly addressing the covers in Chinese. 
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Pillars.—The time of clearing the L. P. O. pillars on the Bubbling 
Well Road has been more conveniently arranged, and the altered time 
has been duly advertised.

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WORKS MATTERS. 


The amount provided in the Budget for the Public Works Depart- 
ment having been almost exclusively appropriated for Drainage, Road 
Material, and Labour, there is nothing of interest to notice in connection 
with this expenditure, but a special provision of Tis. 70,000 was also 
made for the construction of the New Central Police Station, and 
arrangements have been made, for having this work carried out. 

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers the present Council were 
authorized to raise Tls. 20,000, by theissue of Debentures, for widening and 
improving roads, which has enabled them to complete several important 
public improvements, including the widening to 30 feet of the Kiukiang 
road, between the Fohkien and Hoopeh roads, the continuation of 
the Hanbury road to the Hast of Yuenfong road, and the further 
extension of the Sin-kie-pang, Fearon, and Woochang roads. 

The Defence Creek, from the Yang-king-pang to the Soochow 
Creek, has been deepened, and the new bridge across the Hongkew 
Creek at the end of Hanbury road, for which provision was made in the 
Budget for 1889, has at last been constructed, whilst considerable 
progress has been made with the work of widening the Yang-tze-poo 
road, between Wayside and the Camp. s 


Bor.pines. 


The Municipal buildings, including the different Police Stations, 
nd Local Post Office, have been kept in thorough repair during the year, 
at acost of Tis. 1,310, and a further sum of Ts. 1,170 has been expended 
upon the New Station at Yang-tze-poo for water-fittings, raising 
and draining the ground, and putting a fence round the lot,

Owing to the large space required for storing the timber, and other 
‘materials to be used for the construction of the New Central Station, 
it was fonnd necessary to pnil down and remove the Ammunition 
Magazine and Gun godown which stood on the Municipal lot where 
the station is to be built, and the former has now been rebuilt on the 
vacant ground behind the Council Board Room, ata cost of Tis. 212, 
whilst a shed for the guns has been ‘constructed on the North side of 
the Council House, between the kitchens and the stables, costing 
Tis. 480. 

The fence on the East side of the Cells at the Hongkew Station, 
has been removed and replaced by a brick wall at a cust of Tls, 280, 


New Centrat Porice Station. 


In response to the Municipal Notification issued in 1890, inviting 
designs for the proposed Central Police Station, five were sent in, and 
after carefully inspecting them, the Council for that year, selected three 
which they considered were entitled to the first, second, and third prizes 
promised to be awarded for the three best designs. 

On opening the sealed envelopes which accompanied the designs it 
was found that the plan which they had unanimously selected as the 
best and most suitable had been sent in by Messrs, Kinasminn & 
Arxinsoy, to whom they awarded the first premium, the second was 
was awarded to Mr. J. M. Cory for his design, and the third to 
Messrs. Danny, Leian & Oranan, of Hongkong. 

The designs were subsequently submitted to the Ratepayers for 
inspection, and as they generally approved of the selection made, the 
present Council decided to have the station built according to Messrs. 
Kiyesmity & Arxiysoy’s plan, and to have the work carried out 
under the supervision of the Municipal Engineer and his staff. 

In July last tenders were invited by advertisement for the construc- 
tion of the station including :—Quarters for Foreigners, Indians, and 
Chinese, Charge Room, Offices and Stables, and Cells for Foreign and 
Chinese prisoners. ‘ 
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Four tenders were received, the highest being Tis. 111,900, and 
the lowest Tis. 64,400, and after consulting with the Engineer a 
contract was made with Lo Yun Kee at Tis. 52,800 for the station, the 
building to be completed in two years from September last, but as the 
Cells cannot be commenced for a considerable time yet, owing to the 
want of space in the Municipal lot, which has been selected as the site 
for the station, no contract has yet been made for their construction ; 
it has, however, been decided that when they can be commenced @ 
tender from Joe & Ming-kee for them, at Tis. 10,873, should be 
aceepted, so that the whole cost of the Station and Cells, including every- 
thing except furniture, will not exceed Tls, 70,000. 


Roaps. 


Kiukiang Road.—The Municipal Report for last year contains the 
correspondence between the Council and Messrs. Ivnson & Co., the 
Agents for Mr. Hansuny, regarding the proposed widening of the 
Kiukiang road, when nothing could be arranged owing to the extreme 
price demanded by Mr. Hanzuny for the surrender of the required strip 
of his property. 

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers in February last, 
Mr. Macerrgor, the Chairman of the outgoing Council, when proposing 
the resolution authorizing the raising of Tls. 20,000, by the issue of 
Debentures, for widening and improving roads, mentioned that the only 
pressing matter in this connection was the widening of the Kiukiang 
road, but that it was not likely to be carried out for about another five 
years, as Mr, Hannuny had declared that he had no intention of rebuild- 
ing on his property there at present. 

Soon afterwards, however, Mr. Hanzory wrote to the Council offering” 
to accept Tls, 9,000 for the required strip of his property on the South 
side of the Kiukiang road, so as to allow of its being widened to 30 feet. 
between the Fohkien and Hoopeh roads, being at the rate of Tis. 10,000 
per mow, including compensation for loss of rent, and cost of setting back 
buildings, ete., the strip measuring Om. Of, 91. 5h. 
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From the annexed correspondence it will be seen that this offer was 
accepted, and in September last the work of setting back buildings, ete., 
was completed and the road opened to public traffic.

Srr,—I have read the correspondence of November and December last be- 
tween you and my agents with reference to the widening of Kiukiang road, as also 
the remarks in the Nurth-China Herald on the subject. It appears that the 
improvement is much desired and has been discussed for the past twenty years, 
In winding up your last letter you express a hope that when I decide'upon recon- 
structing the houses in question I shall give the Council the refusal of the strip of 
Jand needed for the road, As I see these houses are calculated to last for the 
next fifteen years I would point out that this period though brief in the history of 
a city is considerable in the life of an individual and that I cannot bind those who 
come after me, Further I hold it to be the duty of each landowner to give all 
reasonable aid and facility to the municipal authorities to effect necessary im- 
provements, and though I do not see that the price of Tis, 10,000 was unreasonable, 
yet as the Council has decided it is too much I have directed my agents, 
Messrs. Iveson & Co., to meet their views half way and to accept Tis, 9,000, which 
sum was voted in 1886, I trust this may be accepted asa suitable compromise, 
and I shall be relieved from the position of standing in the way of a much needed 
improvement to a place where I passed so many years of my life,

North Soochow Road Extension.—The offers contained in the 
following letter from Messrs. Morrison & Gratton were accepted by the 
Council, but as the Native Authorities refuse to allow the North side 
of the Soochow Creek to be bunded at present the scheme has not yet 
been carried out. 


Shanghai, 16th January 1891. 


S1r,—We enclose herewith a plan showing a proposed extension of North 
Soochow Road as far as Fukien Road, and a proposed Road along the line of 
creek separating the property of the San Tai Company from Kee Chong Filature, 
now the property of Mr. E. E. Sassoon. The proposed roads are coloured red, and 
the various properties are indicated by coloured border lines. The roads are 30 
feet wide. ‘ 

We are authorised by Messrs, E. D. Sassoon & Co., the San Tai Company, 
and Mr, E. J. Hogg, to say that the land required for these roads will be surren- 
dered by the owners to the Council free of cost on the terms stated below, it being 
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anderstood that the promise of each of the parties to surrender holds good only 
if the entire scheme is to be carried out, and no surrender can therefore be made 
till the Council have notified their acceptance of it. 


Subject to this proviso the terms are as follows :— 


I.—As soon as possible after the surrender by Mr. Ilogg, the Council will 
construct such a length of bunding as will enable the road to be laid out with an 
-easy gradient from the level of Fukien Road, to the level of North Soochow Road 
(as has been done at Shanse Road) and will at once make up and brick the road 
and put it in as good order as North Soochow Road west of Honan Road. 


II.—The property of the San Tai Company is mortgaged to the Trust and 
Loan Co., but there is a clause in the deed authorising the Trust and Loan Co, 
to surrender land for roads. The deeds are at present in the city but the surrender 
will be made as soon as they come out. As soon as the Council obtain possession 
of the land they shall make up and brick the road as provided for in the case of 
Mr. Hogg. 

ILI.—The deeds relating to the property of Mr. Sassoon are also in the city 
but the surrender will be made as soon as they come out subject to the proviso 
that Mr. Sassoon is not to hand over the land for North Soochow Road till the 
termination of the occupancy of the old filature by Messrs, Russell & Co,, who 
have leased it from him till May, 1892, As soon as the Council obtain possession 
of this land they will at once construct the bunding necessary for the gradient 
at Shanse Road and will make up and brick the road as provided for in the case of 
Mr, Hogg. 

IV.—As regards the road between the properties of the San Tai Company and 
Mr. E, E. Sassoon, Mr. Sassoon will at once make over to the Council so much 
of the land as lies outside the filature fence (i.e. nearly all the land required) and 
the Council will at once construct a sewer and make up and brick the road as in 
the above cases, 


V.—The Council will, as soon as circumstances permit, construct bunding 
aloyg the edge of the road and metal it in the usual manner, The line of the 
Creek has not been officially agreed to by the Taotai, but we understand it has 
been verbally agreed to between him and the San Tai Company who have built 
their houses 30 feet back from the agreed line, and negociations with reference to 
the deed for the San Tai Company land, lead us to believe that we shall soon 
have an official acceptance of the line shown on the plan, Should a modification 
of this line be forced on the Council the owners will be prepared to make 
Teasonable arrangements to suit the altered circumstances of the case, 


We would not have addressed you till these details were settled, but Mr. Hogg 
contemplates building at once, and as he will not surrender land for a road unless 
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he is assured of its being carried through to Shanse Road, any delay in arranging” 
the matter now might result in the opportunity being lost.

In August last Messrs. Morrison & Grarron wrote to-the Council 
proposing that the Hanbury road should be continued through some 
native-owned property to the East of Ynen Fong road, and the Sin-kei- 
pang road extended on the North side of the Creek to meet it, the land 
required for this purpose, measuring 2m. 2/. 2/. Oh., to be surrendered 
for the sum of Tls. 2,312, being at the average rate of about Tls. 1,000 
per mow, including cost of removing buildings, the Council to place a 
foot-bridge across the Creek so as to connect the two portions of the Sin- 
kei-pang road on the North and South sidés of it, which it was estimated 
would cost Ts, 218. 

After a good deal of correspondence the *Council decided to have 
the roads extended a3 proposed, provided that they were not called upon 
to place the bridge across the Creek, or to make up, metal, and drain 
the roads until they considered it necessary to do so.

Yung-tsze-poo Road.--In order to improve this road between the 
Camp and the Point, a strip of the property belonging to the Cottom 
Mill Company, measuring 2m. 8f. GU. 4h., was purchased for Tis. 430, 
and a further sum of Tis. 820 has been spent in filling in and raising 
it. About 88 changs of bunding have been constructed at this part of 
Toad, costing Tls. 808. 
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Siccawei and Jessfield Roads.--The bridges and culverts on these 
roads have been kept in good repair, and, with the view of preventing 
accidents, iron railings for them have been provided where required. 

The following correspondence refers to the damage done by the 
country people to the new railings for the bridges, etc. :— 


Shanghai, 12th September 1891, 


S1r,—I have the honor to request that you will bring to the notice of the 
native authorities the damage done by the people to the bridges and culverts on 
the road leading from the Bubbling Well to Siccawei, and urge upon them the 
necessity for steps being taken to prevent the Municipal property from being 
interfered with, 

With the view of preventing accidents upon this road, the Council have 
recently had iron railings put on the bridges and at the sides of the culverts, and 
on four or five different nights Jast month the country people pulled down the 
railings, took up the coping stones in which they are fixed, and placed the stones 
in the middle of the road, 

I may add that on the night of the 27th July, the iron railing on one of the 
culverts on the Jessfield road was wilfully damaged, one of the rails was bent down 
towards the road, making it dangerous for carriages passing, and the whole length 
of the stone work, about 40 feet, was loosened, 

The Council venture to suggest that the City Magistrate should be asked to 
call the tipaos into the city, and to warn them that the country people must be 
prevented from interfering with the culverts and bridges upon the public roads,

Bowpines. 


Yang-tsze-poo.—In the budget for this year provision was made for 
bunding the Yang-tsze-poo from the Northern boundary of the Police 
Station lot to the river, 'a distance of about 700 feet, and in August last 
the Engineer reported that the Chinese Committee had agreed to 
surrender free of cost the native foot-path along the bank of the Creek from 
the Yang-tsze-poo road to the river, provided that the foreign owners of 
the adjoining lots agreed to this road being made 80 feet wide. 

This was soon afterwards arranged, and the proposed line of bund- 
ing was inspected and approved of by the Committee, on condition that 
the Council had a jetty constructed near the river for the convenience of 
the natives, 


133 


In November a contract was made for the construction of the 
bunding, for the sum of Tis. 3,400, and the work was shortly after- 
wards commenced, but to this the country people strongly objected, 
asserting that the bunding would prevent the inflow of the tide, and 
interfere with the irrigation of their fields. 

On the 24th December a crowd of some 8 or 400 of them, including 
several Tipaous, assembled in the neighbourhood of the Station, and after 
violently assaulting the Constables who were sent out to disperse them, 
they commenced to throw bricks, stones, and mud at the station, 
breaking some of the windows. 

Owing to the small force at the Station, none of the rioters were 
arrested, and they soon afterwards dispersed, having learned that 
additional Constables were coming down from Shanghai to assist those 
at the Station. 

The names of the four ringleaders of the rioters were ascertained 
and handed to the Che Hsien who came down next day to inquire about 
the disturbance, in order that they should be arrested, but he took no 
notice of them, and left the paper with the names lying upon the table. 

The following letter was then written to the Senior Consul, but no 
reply has been received to it :— 


Shanghai, 30th December 1891, 


Sir,—I have the honor to inform you that about 1 p.m, on the 24th inst., 
whilst the men employed by the Municipal contractor were engaged in driving 
piles for the bunding of the Yang-tze-poo between the Police Station and the 
bridge, a crowd of some 300 to 400 country people, amongst whom were several 
tipaous, assembled there and violently assaulted the constables who went out to 
disperse them, 

As the whole force at the station consisted of 1 European Sergeant, 4 Sikhs, 
and 2 Chinese Constables they were unable to arrest any of the rioters, and retired 
within the building, on which the rioters commenced to throw stones, bricks, and 
mud at it, breaking two of the windows. 

News of the outbreak having been telephoned to the Central Station, 
additional constables were sent to assist those at Yang-tze-poo, but before they 
arrived the rioters had dispersed, 

Tnow beg to hand you a memo giving the names of the four principal ring- 
leaders of the riot, and the number of the district where they reside, and I would 
mention that these names were given by the Captain-Superintendent of Police to

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to the Che Hsien who had come down to the station to enquire into the riots, but 
as he left the names on the table, without taking any notice of them, I have to 
request that you will forward the memo to the Tao Tai, and inform him of the 
riotous proceedings at Yang-tze-poo in order that steps may be taken at once to 


have these men arrested and punished,

The bunding from the Police Station to the bridge has been 
completed, but the portion from the bridge to the river has been allowed 
to stand over until some definite understanding is come to with the 
native authorities about the exact line of it. 


North Soochow Road.—The bunding on the North bank of the 
Creek in front of the General Hospital has been thoroughly repaired 
at a cost Tls. 930. 


Creeks. 


A contract was made early in the year to have the Defence Creek 
cleaned out and deepened from the Yang-king-pang to the Soochow 
Creek for the sum of Tls. 3,260, the mud taken out to belong to the 
Council. 


The work is now nearly completed, and the mnd is being 
utilized for filling in and raising an additional section of the New 
Cemetery, which will reduce the cost of cleaning out the Creek to about 
Tis. 2,000, 


Laxpine AccomMopAtTion. 


All the pontoons have been docked, repaired and painted, at an 
expenditure of Tls. 3,200, and a new landing-place has been constructed 
at the end of the Tsingpoo road, costing Tls. 150.

Dratnace. 


In the annexed report by the Engineer will be found full particulars 
of the Drainage works completed during the year, the amount expended 
having been about Ts. 9,000. 

The drainage of the Boone road from the North Szechuen to the 
North Honan road, for which Tls. 1,460 were provided in the Budget, 
has not been done, as the arrangements for the continuation of the 
road are not completed. 

The principal drains were flushed during the ‘summer months, 
4,500,000 gallons of water having been used for this parpose, and a 
good many of them have been provided with ventilating-shuafts. 


Brivees. 


Garden Bridge.—At page 201 of the Municipal Report for last year, 
it is mentioned that in consequence of Messrs. Ginn, Livineston & Co, 
having been unable to supply the full quantity of Bansalague wood 
required to complete the planking of the roadway of this bridge, it was 
decided, in order to avoid delay, to use Oregon piue for this purpose, 

Owing to the great traffic across the bridge these planks soon got 
worn out, and they were taken up in June last and replaced with 
planks of Bansalague and Yacal wood, at a cost of Ts. 1,524. 

Hanbury Road Bridge.—In the budget for 1889 a provision of 
Tis. 6,000 was made for the construction of a bridge of Bansalague 
wood across the Hongkew Creek, at the end of the Hanbury road, 
but owing to the difficulties experienced in arranging with the native 
owners for the surrender of the strips of their properties required for 
the continuation of the road on the East side of the Creek, the work 
has been allowed to stand over till this year, when the road was made, 

In August last a contract was made for the construction of a 
bridge of Malava hard wood, for the sum of Tls. 4,220, including an 
iron railing and 17 chang of bunding, and the work was completed 
and the bridge opened to traffic in November. 

Broadway Bridge.—The approaches to this bridge have been 

raised and the gradients improved at a cost of Tis, 150, 
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Proposed New Bridges across the Yang-king-pang.—The following 
correspondence gives particulars of the arrangement made with the 
French Council to pay half the cost of two iron foot-bridges proposed 
to be placed across the Yang-king-pang in the course of next year.

Sik,—Several owners and lessees of properties situated in the North-west 
portion of this Concession have expressed to the French Municipal Conncil 
their desire to have two bridges built over the Yang-king-pang Creek, one in a 
line with the “ Rue de Saigon” and “ Kwangsi Road” and one at the corner of 
the Defence Creek in a line with the new Bund now in course of construction 
on the French Concession, and they are prepared to pay a portion of the cost 
if the two Councils agree to have these bridges erected, 

This Council have no objection to the erection of these two bridges, and 
they have instructed me to enquire whether the Municipal Council for the 
Foreign Settlement approve of it and are prepared to share in the expense. 

This Council are also informed that the residents of the Foreign Settlement 
on the opposite bank of the Yang-king-pang highly approve of the proposed 
scheme and might possibly be willing to bear a part of the cost. 

The sort of bridge which the Engineer of this Council recommends is an iron 
bridge, 8 to 4 metres in width, of the kind known in France as “ military 
bridges,” which would be sufficient for the traffic intended and desirable on 
account of its low cost (about frs. 2,000 for each bridge in the present instance), 

I herewith send you two plans drawn up by our Engineer (one for each 
bridge). 

To render possible the construction of the bridge opposite the “Quai de 
TOuest” it would be necessary to demolish at least the two houses coloured 
yellow on plan No, 1, Communication could then be established between the 
two Concessions through the small passage bordering on the Defence Creek on 
on your side, unless your Council can see their way to establishing a more 
satisfactory thoroughfare, 7 

This Council will be happy to hear the views of the Municipal Council for 
the Foreign Settlement on the above subjéct as soon as convenient,

617, has been larger than usual, but it includes the cost of moving 
all the trees along the Yang-tze-poo foad, as it was found necessary to 
change their position in consequence of the widening of this road; as 
well as that of removing those on all the roads inside and outside 
the Settlement which were blown down by the typhoon in August, 
and providing either new trees to take their place, or wooden supports 
for those which were replanted.

I have the honour to submit my third annual report of works 
executed and business transacted in this department during the year 
ended the 31st December 1891, 


Brivers. | 


Hanbury Road Bridge-—A new bridge in Malaya hardwood with 
ornamental cast-iron railing has been constructed across the Hongkew 
Creek to continue the Hanbury Road. The bridge is 82 feet long, 
with roadway 21 feet 3 inches wide, and footpaths on both sides 4 feet 
3 inches wide. 

Garden Bridge —The Oregon planks“Wwhich were laid as a 
temporary expedient to the roadway of the Garden bridge were removed 
in May last and replaced by planking of Bansalague and Yacal woods. 
‘The bridge during the year has shewn but little signs of wear, in spite 
of the increasing traffic upon it. 

Broadway Bridge—A great improvement has been effected in 
the gradients of the Broadway bridge and approaches, by raising 
the roadway and footpaths at each end of the bridge. The approaches 
from the Fearon, Dixwell and Broadway roads have been graded to 
meet the increased height of the bridge. 

Extensive repairs have been made to the North Kiangse, North 
Honan and North Fuhkien Road bridges. The bridges over the 
Defence, Hongkew, Soochow, Yang-king-pang and Yangtsze-poo 
Creeks have been painted and repaired from time to time. 
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Buivpines. 


The work in connection with this branch is gradually increasing- 
New buildings are being erected yearly in connection with Municipal: 
business. Two new Police stations and additions to a third have been 
carried out during the past three years, and another large station is 
in course of erection, The new public abattoirs will also be commenced 
shortly. 

District Police Station, Yangtsze-poo Road.—The buildings were- 
compteted in April last, when the Police took possession of the 
premises. The compound has since been laid out, the grass plots. 
turfed and the paths tar macadamized. A wooden boundary fence is 
being erected round the property, 

Hongkew Station.—A substantial brick wall 9 feet high has been 
built on the eastern boundary of the Station property. The entrance: 
gates to the compound have been renewed, and a considerable amount 
of small repairs have been made to the Station, Outhouses and Cells. 

Police Stations.—The Central, Louza and Carter Road Stations 
have been kept in repair. 

New,Central Station.—A contract (No. 1) was entered into om 
the 15th October last, for building a Central Police Station on Lot 59a,. 
at the corner of Honan and Foochow Roads. It is expected that. 
contract No. 1 will take about two years to complete. This work is- 
fully referred to elsewhere. 

Volunteers.—An ammunition-shed 12 feet by 12 feet, has been 
erected in the Council compound, as the old ammunition-shed on the: 
site of the New Central Police Station will shortly be removed. 

The Artillery Godown is being removed from the New Centrak 
Station Lot and a temporary structure is in course of erection in the 
Council compound, 

Fire Department.—The No, 2 Engine House in the Miller Road, 
between Minghong and Woochang Roads, has been repaired and the 
floor paved with Soochow granite. 

Lock Hospital: Bing-vong-ka.—The buildings in connection with 
the hospital have been put in thorough repair. 
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Municipal Buildings, Kiangse Road.—Small repairs have been 
made to the different buildings, employés’ quarters and outhouses. 


Bonvines. 


A dwarf bunding has been constructed in front of the Garbage 
Yaad, Soochow Creek, for a distance of 112 feet east of the North 
Chekiang Road bridge. The slope to the bunding has been-paved with 
stones and ballast. 

The eastern approach of the Hanbury Road bridge has been 
bunded on both sides in Malava hardwood, 

The Yangtsze-poo Creek, in front of the District Police Station, 
is being bunded in Malava hardwood. 

The hardwood bunding to the North Soochow Road, in front of 
the General Hospital, has been repaired, 36 piles have been scarfed, 
and several stringers and a portion of the planking renewed. 

The wooden bunding to the Sungkiang Road, between Shantung 
and Fuhkien Roads, bas been repaired. 

An additional cap has been fixed to the Fearon Road banding, 
north of Broadway, so as to improve the approach to the Broadway 
bridge, across the Hongkew Creels. 

The iron railings on the bundings to the Fearon, Dixwell, North 
Soochow, North Yangtsze and Sungkiang Roads have been painted. 


CremMeETERIES, 


The Council's property adjoining the New Cemetery is being filled! 
in and raised with mud taken from the Defence Creek. 

The New, Pootung, Shantung Road and Soldiers’ Cemeteries have 
been kept in good order. 

A statement shewing the burials in the New and Pootung 
Cemeteries from Ist January to 31st December 1891, as compared 
with preceding years, will be found on pages 164 and 165. 
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Creeks. 


The Defence Creek is being dug out and deepened, between the 
Yang-king-pang and Soochow Creeks. 


Dratnace, 


The appropriation for drainage during the past year has been mostly 
spent in Hongkew, but it is to be hoped that before long funds will 
allow of a general improvement in the existing drainage system of the 
English Settlement by the reconstruction of several old sewers and the 
substitution of egg-shaped sewers for pipe-drains. 

8,690 feet run of brick sewer was constructed in 1891, in addition 
to 1,268 feet of concrete sewers and tubes being laid, against 5,925 feet 
un of brick sewer in the previous year. 

The brick sewers were laid in the following roads :— 

Boone Road.—From Chapoo to Woosung Road. 

Chapoo Road.—North of Quinsan Road. 

Hanbury Road.—Kast of Hongkew Creek. 

Miller Road,—From Tiendong to Boone Road. 

Whangpoo Road.—From Astor to Tiendong Road. 
Woochang Road.—From Chapoo to North Szechuen Road. 
Woochang Road.—Kast of Miller Road. 

Woosung Road.—From Boone to Hanbury Road. 

Several improvements have recently been made in connection with 
this work. Piles for foundations have been finally abandoned and lime 
concrete substituted. What is known as the “new form” of sewer has 
been adopted in place of the “old form,” thereby increasing the velocity 
of the dry-weather flow. Flat bottom stone drain mouths have given 
place to egg-shaped mouths in brickwork in cement. 

The cost of a brick sewer in the Boone Road extension, from North 
Szechuen to North Honan Road, has been carried forward as an out- 
standing, the construction being postponed until the graves, on the line 
of the road near North Honan Road, have been removed. 

A 21-inch circular concrete pipe sewer 955 feet in length has been 
Jaid, ete., in the Hanbury Road, between the Hongkew Creek and Yuen 
Fong Road. 
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A 2'0!' x 1/ 4/' concrete sewer has been laid in the Woochang 
Road, between Woosung and Miller Roads for a distance of 313 feet. 
This is the first egg-shaped sewer that has been made in concrete in 
Shanghai, and it compares very favourably, as regards cost and 
durability, with brick sewers, while for drainage purposes it is vastly 
superior. It has been found practically that acids in sewers do not act 

i upon the cement. 

The stagnant ponds adjoining the Seward Road, between Pan-joe- 
loong Alley and Yuen-chang Road, were filled in during the autumn, 
and a brick culvert 3/0/' x 2'6"' was constructed for a distance of 228 
feet, and a 12// pipe drain laid to drain the graves and adjoining 
properties. 

7,678 feet run of pipe drain was laid last year, against 6,898 in 1890. 
The smaller pipes were used entirely for drainage connections, the larger 
sizes being laid in the following roads :— 

Kiukiang Road.—Between Fuhkien and Hoopeh Roads. 

North Shansi Road extension. —To Tszepoo Road. — 

Sin-kie-pang Road extension.—South Sin-kie-pang Creek. 

Woochang Road.—West of North Szechuen Road. 

Yangtsze-poo Road.—In front of “ Aulderwood,” and opposite 
the Water Works and Empire Brewery. 

Tiendong Road.—From Whangpoo Road to Broadway. 

232 iron gratings, frames and covers have been substituted for the 
old brick and stone covers to the gullies in the two Settlements, Addi- 
tional gullies have been built during the past year, and necessary 

* alterations and repairs made where desirable, 

72 iron manhole covers have been fixed at several of the street 
junctions in the English and Hongkew Settlements and manholes with 
cast-iron covers have been built to all the new drains in Hongkew, at 
convenient distances apart, to facilitate the inspection and cleaning of 
the sewers. These manholes are also a great convenience to the Water 
Works Company in tracing leaks. 

During the months of Aygast and September last, the drains and 
side-channels in the principal roads in the English and Hongkew 
Settlements were flushed by this Department. a 
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The quantity of water used was as under :—

Sewer Venrination. A 


The following is an extract from the Medical Officer's Annual 
Report for 1881. 

“No special provision has yet been made for ventilation. It has 
always been regarded as a matter for special congratulation, that the 
Shanghai drains, unlike the public drains of towns in Europe, are -not 
employed for the removal of night-soil; every day, however, with an 
increasing population, the fouling of our sewers increases, and between 
the refuse of all kinds carried off with the surface water, the liquid from 
public and private urinals, kitchen waste and the washing of native 
utensils, their contents are not such as can be safely left to accumulate 
and decompose underground. It is a mistake to regard the surface 
water from the streets of so large and populous a town as Shanghai has 
become, as harmless; the impurity of such water in urban districts is 
often very considerable. In London, where the population is dense, and 
the traffic great, the rainfall is said to be as ‘impure as the most impure 
water found in sewers.’” * 

The subject of sewer ventilation engaged the attention of the 
Council in 1871, and in 1873 trial was made, in Honan Road, of surface 
ventilators provided with trays containing charcoal ; these were considered 
unsuitable and were subsequently removed. 

From the foregoing remarks it will be seen that the proper ventila- 
tion of sewers is a subject demanding the most important considera- 
tion. The evils pointed out in Dr. Henpverson’s Report have 


* The analysis, made by Professor Way, of surface drainage water, flowing 
from the principal streets of London, shows beyond doubt that the water 
contributed to sewers in time of rainfall, is quite as impure as that of any sewage, 
Anyone who has watched the water flowing off chip-paved streets in Shanghai, 
-during heavy rains, will understand this,—C.M, 
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‘become intensified of recent years owing to the rapid growth of the 
mative population. Up to the present time the public sewers in 
Shanghai have remained unventilated, bat the Council have recently 
decided to carry up ventilating shafts against suitable buildings, where 
permission can be obtained.* This is done on the understanding that 
the shaft will be taken down in twenty-four hours if the owner or 
occupier requests it. 

Twelve ventilating shafts have already been fixed in the English 
and Hongkew Settlements, the sanction of the owners of the properties 
thaving in every case been first obtained, and it is intended, during 
the coming year, to erect shafts at suitable positions in the Settlements,

Lanpina AccomMMmopATION. 


The pontoons to the Bund foreshore opposite the Peking, Nanking, 
Kiukiang, Hankow, Foochow, Canton and Sungkiang Roads, and 
P. & O. 8. N. Co., and Great Northern Telegraph Co.’s premises, have 
been docked, painted, and thoroughly overhanled. The river was been 
dredged under the different jetties to allow of the pontoons floating at 
low water. The pontoon to the North Yangtsze Road, at end of 
Woochang Road, has been docked, painted, etc. 

The landing-stage at the end of the Astor Road jetty has been 
extended for a distance of 120 feet across the mud flat, so as to render 
the jetty accessible at all states of the tide.

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Twenty-five gallon flush tanks have been fixed to urinals in the

These tanks discharge 25 gallons of water every 15 minutes, being 
a total of 2,400 gallons in 24 hours. Under the old system 10,000 
gallons of water was used during the 24 hours, which dribbled constantly 
through a drilled pipe. This shews a saving of 7,600 gallons per day 
on one urinal alone, so that in place of one urinal supplied with water 
under the old system, the public can now have four. I need hardly 
dilate on the advantage of a good intermittent flush, over a feeble 
dribble all day which has not sufficient strength to wash away any deposit 
on the wall of the urinal. 

An experimental tank has been made of cement concrete at a total 
cost of Tls. 8, against Tls. 25 each paid for cast-iron tanks. It has 
worked successfully up to the time of writing. i 

Wooden screens have beenggxed to six urinals in the English 
Settlement and ten urinals in me

The steam road-rollers lave done excellent work during the year. 

The cost of metalling by the ten ton steam roller works out at 
84:21 °/, per 100 square feet less than hand rolling ; the figures include 
wages of foreign driver, interest, depreciation, material, etc. 

This result is very good, taking into consideration the extreme 
cheapness of hand labour and the high pay of the foreign driver, extra 
cost of coke, etc.

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Yangtsze-poo Road widening.—Some delay has been occasioned , 
by the reluctance of the villagers to sell land in front of a grave on 
the North side of the Yangtsze-poo Road, opposite the Paper Mills. 
This has prevented the completion of the road widening on the North 
side. All difficulties in reference to the filling-in of the ditches 
adjoining the road, have been met, and there is every hope that 
the Chinese landowners will. carry out the arrangements they have 
made for selling their land, without giving further trouble. 

The filling-in and raising of the newly-acquired portions of land 
on the sides of the road, have been actively proceeded with, mud filling 
being suspended as usval during the summer months. 

An arrangement was made in April last with the District Com- 
mittee, whereby the Council were authorized to take possession of 
the Lur-wan-pang Creek, adjoining the Yangtsze-poo Road, between 
the Char-ka-pang Creek and Lot 348, U.S. The portion in front 
of “ Aulderwood,” Lot 1250, the Council were empowered to fill in at 
once, and the additional ground was to be added to the public road. 
This has been done and the road has been very much improved 
thereby.

Hanbury Road.—After considerable trouble, the land required for 
carrying the Hanbury Road through Li-Hongkew village was sur-

The Chapoo road has been continued for a distance of 290 feet 
north of the Quinsan road. The-land has been surrendered free by the 
Shanghai Land Investment Company.

New Road alongside Yangtsze-poo Creek.— Arrangements haye been 
made with Dr. Pichon and Mr. C. Downatt for their giving up to the 
public free of cost sufficient land from their properties, Lots 1194 and 
924, to make the Native road 30 feet wide on the west bank of the 
Yangtsze-poo Creek, between the bridge and the Whangpoo River. 


Honexew Bounpary. 


The three bamboo towers defining the points of the Seward boundary 
of Hongkew, have been kept in repair. 

Watchmen are still employed as a daily patrol to prevent the piles: 
and stakes from being removed or stolen. Small sums of money have 
been paid as compensation for any slight damage that may have beem 
done to the crops through maintaining the boundaries. 
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Every endeavour has been made to widen the roads, in the English 
and Hongkew Settlements, and when opportunity offered in connection 
with the rebuilding and alterations to properties, applications were 
immediately made to the owners or agents concerned, who in most cases. 
were unable to entertain any proposition to widen the public roads. 


Applications were made by this Department to seven proprietors, to- 
acquire strips of land for widening the under-mentioned roads, and in 
three cases the improvement was effected. The proprietors in two cases 
declined to sell at any price, and in the other cases the owners were 
absent and their agent could not delay rebuilding while they were com- 
municated with. ‘

Continuing the Yangtsze- 


Negotiations have been carried 
on during the past year to widen 
the Pan-joe-loong alley to 30 feet, 
which would practically be an ex- 
tension of the Keecheong Road. 
The high price asked by Mr. Han- 
bury and some Chinese proprietors 
for their land has caused this very 
desirable improvement to fall through.

Trees, 


Considerable damage was done to the trees in the Settlements and 
“Outside Roads by the gales in September last. 874 trees were blown 
down, of which 279 were replanted. 

The trees on the Yangtsze-poo Road are being shifted back to the 
new line of roadway, and the old decayed trees are being replaced by 
healthy saplings. 

Twenty-four Ash and Oak trees have been planted on the Bund 
side-walks. Trees have been planted on the North Szechuen, Seward, 
E-wo and other roads. 

A contract has been made with Ah-kew for the supply of 800 


Ash, China Plane and Tallow trees, for the Settlements and Outside 
Roads. 


Ovrsipe Roaps. 


Tron railing and coping stones have been fixed to 6 culverts on the 
“Siccawei Road. The wooden and iron railings at the dangerous turns 
and culverts on the Sinza and Jessfield Roads have been repaired and 
painted. 

The Yangtsze-poo Road has been widened in front of the Cotton 
“Cloth Mill Company's premises, and a dwarf bunding for a distance of 
-882 feet has been constructed to the side of the road. The laurels and 
trees have been moved back to the new line of road. The area of land 
-surrendered to public use is 2m. 8f. 61. 4h. 

The Bubbling Well, Jessfield, Carter, Markham, Sinza, New 
Cemetery, Siccawei and Yangtsze-poo Roads, have been metalled and 
arepaired as required. 
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Burprxe Operations. 
Building operations hare been very active during the year, as- 
shewn by the figures given below, which are much higher than preceding” 
years :-— :

It has been found necessary to detach an overseer to look specially 
after new buildings, with a view to prevent encroachments, and to see 
to the carrying-out of the By-laws as to draindge, etc. 


Drainace. 


All private drain connections with the public sewers have been 
made by this Department as suggested in my Annual Report last year, 
and although the extra supervision has thrown more work upon the 
staff, the drainage generally will undoubtedly be improved. 

On the recommendation of the writer, the manufacture of 6” and 4!" 
concrete pipes has been undertaken by the Council. So far, the result 
has been very satisfactory, and the demand for them seems likely to 
increase. ‘The cost of making the pipes is considerably lower than those 
imported from home. If they are only used for gully connections the 
ultimate saving to the Municipality will be considerable, but I hope the 
jntroduction of a cheap and durable pipe will induce the Chinese to 
- abandon the construction of the obsolete and objectionable square brick 
drains on their private properties.

GeyTLEMEN, 
It is our pleasant duty to make a favourable Report on the 
Garden under our care during the past year. 

The Garden extension, which was delayed temporarily, as the 
time was not.suitable for the removal of Trees and Sprubs, has now 
been completed: a protecting bank to shelter the Garden from the 
North has been constracted, and the interior of the Garden opened out. 
Two new rest-houses have been built and some shade-trees placed on 
the foreshore to keep off the morning sun from the riverside promenade. 
The Greenhouses have been repainted, and the plants and shrubs are 
all doing well. The Tools and Utensils are all in working order, and 
the Conservatories, Ferneries and Orchid Houses are steadily developing 
fresh beauties. 

The gale in the spring did us some damage hy uprooting some 
of our largest trees, but they were carefully replaced and tended, and in 
most cases, it is hoped, will recover. 

The Committee bey again to drew attention to the fast increasing 
accretion at the month of the Soochow Creek. Tho mound mentioned 
above was taken from this accretion, and although barely nine months 
have elapsed, the deposit has still further increased and seems likely 
to continue, : 
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The accounts of our expenditure for 1891 are appended, and the 
Committee would be glad if the Council would include the usual amount 
in the Budget for this year’s maintenance. 

The Committee now consist of Messrs. Stess, Waite and the 
undersigned, who are willing to continue their services.

The plan of the Hongkew Settlement, prepared by Mr. Dowpatry 
has -been carefully checked iu the office of the Municipal Engineer 
and Surveyor, and several new sheets have been supplied, to take the 
place of those in which it was found necessary to make alterations 
and corrections, 

There are still a few minor corrections to be made in the filling- 
in of the Survey, and when this is done the plan will be finally 
completed. 

The second copy of the plan, showing the boundaries of each 
property on which Municipal taxes are paid, and the schedule of the 
areas of the different lots within compound walls, have been prepared 
by the Assistant Engineer and Surveyor. 


Marker ror Honorew. 


Soon after assuming office, the attention of the Council was directed 
to the great inconvenience caused to the public by the obstruction to 
traffic along the Tiendong road, owing to the daily market held there, 
and they decided that if a suitable site could be obtained, steps should 
at once be taken to provide a public market for Hongkew. 

After careful inquiry, the large vacant lot belonging to Mr Hannury, 
situated between the Hanbury and Boone roads, was selected as a 
suitable site, and the Engineer was instructed to report how many 
mows of land would be required, and to prepare an estimate of the cost 
of a market consisting of open sheds similar to those at the Nanking 
road market, aud capable of accommodating about the same number of 
persons, ; 

The Engineer having r ported that 6 mows would be sufficient, 
Messrs. Iveson & Co. were requested to ascertain whether Mr. Hannuny 
would sell to the Council, at the assessed value of Tls. 2,000 per mow, 
the portion of the lot which they wished to acquire, as a site fora 
market, on the understanding that if he agreed to do so, the Council 
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would submit to the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting their scheme 
for a public market in Hongkew, and recommend them to sanction the 
purchase of the land from Mr. Hawzury,

S1r,—I have the honor to inform you that at 10.15 p.m, on the 14th instant, 
a party of soldiers from the small mandarin station in the North Louza district,. 
entered the house No, 883, North Soochow road, between the North Honan and 
North Shanse roads, and arrested three men for playing at cards for a few cash, 
and took away the sign-board of the shop. 

The house where the men were arrested is situated in an alley-way within 
the limits of the Settlement, which is patrolled by the police, and the keeper 
of the tea-shop has resided there for upwards of a year, and pays taxes, 

The men were taken to the mandarin station, where one got 200 blows, 
another 50 blows, and the third was released on account of his advanced age. 

The matter was reported at the Hongkew Station next day at 3,15 p.m, and 
the men were taken to the Mixed Court on the 16th, when a complaint was. 
lodged before the British Assessor and the Acting Magistrate. 

As it will no doubt be evident to you that if this petty mandarin is allowed 
to arrest and punish people who have committed no offence, or infringed any 
of the regulations made by the Council for the maintenance of peace and good. 
order in the Settlement, the result must inevitably be that the management of, 
and control over the Chinese residents, will pass from the hands of the Municipal 
Council into those of the native authorities, I have to request that you will 
communicate these facts to the Taotai and insist upon his taking immediate 
steps to prevent the recurrence of such proceedings by ordering the mandarin 
station to be moved outside the limits of the Settlement, and prohibiting native 


Soldiers from coming into it,

Court Magistrate, charged with breaking into the house No. 958, Fohkien road, and 
forcibly abducting a girl named Woo Lun-ching SE Sp, and as the Magistrate 
declined to award what Dr, Franke, who was sitting as Assessor, considered an 
adequate punishment, he insisted on the men being sent to the City Magistrate, in 
order to have the case properly dealt with, and for this purpose they were left in 
the custody of the Mixed Court, 

On the morning of the 9th, the men were taken in chairs under the charge of 
the Court runner Chang Foh, alias Ah Kew, and three assistants, to the Tea-shop 
San Yang Liu = Bs #8, opposite the Magistrate's yamén where they arrived at 
11 am., and remained till noon, when they were released by order of the Magis- 
trate, without having been brought before him, 

As breaking into a house in the Settlement is a very serious offence, I have to 
request that you will communicate the above facts to the Tuotai, in order that the 
City Magistrate may be instructed to inquire into the case, and to haye the men 


properly punished.

amount proviled in the Budget as a contribution to the Shanghai Library 
be increased to Tls. 600.”

In proposing the amendment, Mr. Purpon mentioned that if the 
‘increased amount was granted, it was proposed to establish free 
circulating libraries at the various Police Stations, which has been done 
to some extent. 
In March last the following letter was addressed to the Council by 
‘the Honorary Secretary of the Library :—

request you to convey to the Municipal Council their thanks for the handsome

.year, which he did, and annexed is the Report.

DEAR StR—I have much pleasure in complying with the request of the 
Council that, in view of the grant from the public funds “a short report” of the 
working of this school should be placed before the Ratepayers,

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For two years a grant of one thousand taels has been made, and expended im 
increasing the accommodation and staff. The floor area available for class-rooms. 
is double what it was, a new dormitory has just been finished, and the staff 
increased until it numbers ten teachers, native and foreign. Of these, five- 
Europeans reside on the premises, These results are, of course, due ouly in part 
to the aid derived from the rates : they are largely caused by the steady growth of 
the school in public favour, and to increased attendance, 


During the past year the highest number on the books was one hundred and 
fifty. Of these between thirty and forty were Chinese who have a department to- 
themselves;* The curriculum at present includes all ordinary English subjects 
with French, German, Latin, Science, Mathematics, Drawing, Painting, Music,. 
Book-keeping, Shorthand, Political Economy, and Chinese. 


I have reason to believe that the Masonic Fraternity, who founded the School, 
are satisfied that it now fulfils the objects they had in view, inasmuch as it 
provides a home for Masonic orphans, and supplies, at very low-rates in some- 
cases, a thoroughly sound education, so that parents are no longer under the 
painful necessity of parting with their children at an early age, not indeed until 
they require technical or university education. Unsolicited testimonials: from 
parents in Shanghai and the outports, as to the progress made by pupils in the 
school, are frequently received, 


“Three scholarships have been founded and another promised. Those already 
in existence are the “ Zion Chapter” scholarship, the “St, Andrew's” scholarship, 
and the * Colin Jamieson Memorial” Prize, The first is open to Masonic children, 
the second to those of Scottish extraction, and the third to those who study Chinese,. 
‘The last’ named has just been awarded after an examination by R. E. Bredon, Esq., 
Commissioner of Customs. A special prize for Shorthand has been promised by 
D, ©. Jansen, Esq. 


We have now a fair-sized playground, and athletic sports of all kinds are 
encouraged. More than seventy-five per cent of the boys over eight have been: 
taught to swim, 

Statements of income and expenditure are made to the School Council every 
quarter, and I have no doubt that any ratepayer desiring to see them would be 
allowed to do so on application to the Secretary, I have pointed out to the Council 
in the past that the grant does not nearly cover the amount of reduction which is 
made to orphan children and others in poor cireumstances, and this causes a lack 
of funds which in some degree prevents that freedom of expansion and rapid 
advancement of which the institution is capable. I muct not, in a report of this 
kind, enter upon debatable ground, but I should like to state an opinion which is 
the result of many years’ scholastic experience in Shanghai, and which if adopted 
would cost the public but a comparatively trifling sum, viz, that a firmly 
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established, thoroughly «ficient school, of a non-sectarian character, is now absolutely 
necessary to the well-being of the Settlements, and that it should be guaranteed by 
the Municipal Council on behalf of the community at large,

Report OF THE EvRAstAN, now THOMAS HANBURY SCHOOL, 
FOR THE YEAR 1891, 


The above title indicates the change that has taken place in the history of 
the long established an1 well-known Eurasian School, It was intimated in last 
report that arrangements had been made to form a new institution, in which 
the “Children’s Home” should be united with the Eurasian School, which would 
henceforth be called the “Thomas Hanbury School,” and also to provide a new 
building for the purpose. Various public meetings were held to carry out this 
object, and as funds were liberally supplied by Mr. Hanbury’s munificent 
donation, and the generous contributions of the foreign community, the work 
‘was happily brought to completion during the past year. 

With regard to the arrangements made in behalf of the School, we need 
only say here that the Municipal Council has taken it under its official control, 
aided by a well formed Committee of Ladies and Gentlemen, who are specially 
charged with the Superintendence of the Institution, 
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On the building being finished, the Scholars left the place temporarily 
occupied, and on the 19th August the Thomas Hanbury School was opened. 
It is a noble looking building, provided with all needful accommodation, and 
well fitted for the purpose intended, 

The portion of the year previous to the opening of the new school was spent- 
in the usual course of study, in which Mrs. Youngson and Miss Deighton did 
excellent work. There were upwards of 60 scholars in attendance, many of whom 
were Chinese, who had all long been admitted into the School, and were not 
found in any wise to be prejudicial to its interests, The scholars were frequently” 
examined by us, and we were well satisfied with the progress they were making, 

When thé school was opened in new circumstances, it was thought desirable 
by the Committee that the boys should consist of Eurasians only, and so the 
Chinese were not admitted, This decision is, of course, capable of reconsideration, 
but in consequance of it the numbers diminished very greatly and there are 
now an average of 20 connected with the school, who are being well attended to 
by the above-named teachers in the ordinary course of their daily studies, It is 
hoped the numbers will soon increase, and we shall have the satisfaction of 
seeing the large school-room and ample accommodation ere long filled with 
promising boys of the kind intended. 

We desire to acknowledge with great thankfulness the kindness of the 
Municipal Council in the aid that has been afforded to the Committee to meet. 
current expenses, and to hope that it will continue to be extended during the 
current year,

Tho contract with Zee Zon Quai for the collection and removal 
of Garbage and Night-soil from the Settlements, which expired on 
the 31st March, was allowed to ron on until the end of June, when the 
Soochow Creek was re-opened, «after having been closed to traffic from 
the 10th December in order to allow of it being cleaned out and 
deepened, and a new contract was made with him for a period of two 
years from the Ist July, in which provision was made for 27 additional 
coolies for sweeping and clenning the streets, and for 2 additional bosts, 
one for removing garbage, and the other for the mud, etc., from the 
sinks and side-channels. : 

Arrangements have been made for 10 additional Scavenging Carts 
with crank axles, which will allow of their being loaded more easily 
than those now in use, and instructions have been given that the garbage 
is not to be piled up in them, over the sides, so that the dust from it 
will not be blown about the streets, as is the case at present, when there 
is a high wind.

The contract with the Shanghai Horse Bazaar Co., Limited, for 
the supply of 60 draught ponies at Tls. 13.5 each per month, and 
4 harness ponies at Tls. 15 each, expired on the 3ist December, and 
arrangements are now being made for a new contract, in which the 
number of draught ponies to be paid for each month will be increased 
to 65, in consideration of the Company undertaking to provide the 
additional stable accommodation for ponies and sheds for carts now 
required in Hongkew; the rate fur each pony to remain the same as ab 
present. - ;

The present strength of the Band is 23, being 3 men short of the 
full complement. Steps were taken in the early part of the year to fill 
the vacancies caused by the resignation of time-expired men, and one 
of the musicians was sent to Manila for that purpose, but after an: 
absence of three months he only succeeded in engaging two men. The 
Committee hope to be able to make up the full complement of the Band 
by next season. 

The health of the musicians has been good, only a few cases of 
illness having occurred during the year. -The ‘conduct of the men has 
been excellent. 

The afternoon concerts were commenced on the 5th May and the 
evening concerts on the 6th of July. The former terminated on the 7th 
of November and the latter on the 10th of September. During the 
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year 424 pieces of music were played, including many new selections, 
waltzes, etc, The following is a summary of the music played :—

I beg herewith to lay before the Hon, Committee a complete 
account of the work Ihave done during the year 1891 as Director of 
the Shanghai Public Band. 
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The Band, as well as the Orchestra, have continued to attend to- 
their duties as before, to my entire satisfaction, and to the best of their 
power, although I experienced great inconvenience through being short. 

‘of Musicians just at the most important season, that is to say, during 
summer. I was very unfortnnate in sending to Manila a person whom” 
T thought would follow my instructions to the letter. Although he is 
a good man, and promised to do everything he could to get me what 
I wanted, he disappointed me very greatly, heeanse having left at the 
beginning of June and having stayed in Manila tour months, he returned 
to Shanghai without having done anything of what I had told him, in. 
fact he did the reverse of what I expected him to do. Instead of 
bringing four Musicians, he got only two, a second and a third Clarionet,. 
both playing pretty badly, requiring me to teach them Jike children, and 
showing very little disposition to learn. It is therefore again necessary to- 
provide the “ Band” with new Musicians, and I have written to Manila 
some time ago to engage another three Musicians, I am also obliged to 
inform the Hon. Committee that two instruments:from the “ Band” are’ 
in bad condition, one Bass and one Horu,—both are the most important. 
instruments in the ‘ Band.” 

The services of the Band in the Garden, as well as in private: 
places, have been attended with the greatest punctuality ; the Rehearsals. 
of the Band and of the Orchestra continue as usual.

Two extension ladders have been ordered from America, the cost of 
which will be defrayed by an extra grant from the two Municipalities. 

With a view to decrease the number of coolies that are employed 
to drag the engines and hose-trucks to fires—(the coolies are more or 
less out of control at a fire and liable to steal when opportunities occur) — 
an experiment has been tried of using ponies, So far, it has answered 
well, but more experience is necessary before finally changing the old 
system. 

The distribution of hose at the various engine-stations remains 
the same as last year.

Of the 43 fires recorded, it was only necessary to call ont the 
Brigade on 16 occasions. The number of houses burnt has been only 
135, and of this number 91 houses were destroyed at two fires. 

The Commission regret having to record the deaths, through 
the falling-in of a wall at the fire in the Nanking road on the 
8th June, of Mr. L. Descoles, Fireman of No. 6 Company, and also 
a Native Fireman of the eame Company, 

The expenses of Mr. Descoles’ funeral were defrayed out of the 
Funds of the Fire Department, and also the cost of a monument that 
has been placed over his grave. 

The widow of the Native Fireman was presented with a gratuity 
of 100 dollars,

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In making up the Budget for 1892 the Income to be derived from 
the Zand and Foreign House Tax is estimated at almost the same 
amount as they produced last year, but as the Chinese population of the 
Settlement goes on steadily increasing, and new blocks of houses are 
being built in all directions in Hongkew, allowance has been made for @ 
moderate increase in the amount to be received from the Native House 
Tax. 

The receipts for Dues on Merchandise having been exceptionally 
large for last year, it has not been considered prudent to estimate that 
they will continue on the same scale, and they are put down for this year 
at a considerably less amount, ; 

The Native License Fees are estimated at about Tls. 1,200 less than 
they bronght in last year, as the fees fur Opium-Shops, Livery Stables, 
and Hand-Carts have been falling off during the last few months, and it 
is not expected that this year there will be much, if any, increase in the 
number of licensed jin-ric-shas and wheel-barrows. 

The Net Expenditure recommended, after deducting the Tls, 10,000 
to be paid into the Sinking Fund, is Tls. 492,594, which includes the 
Tls. 70,000 for the New Police Station, authorized last year to be raised 
by the issue of Debentures, but as this was not done, and as no payment 
has yet been made on account of the Station, the amount again appears 
in the Budget for 1892. 

The sum recommended to be appropriated to the Police Force, ex- 
clusive of the usual payment of Tls. 3,000 to the Deferred Pay Fund, is 
Tis. 100,714, against Tls, 95,682, an increase of Ts. 5,100, which is 
rendered necessary by the additional pay granted to the European mem- 
bers of the Force at the beginning of 1891. Provision has also been 
made for 17 additional Native Constables, which will bring up the total 
strength of the force to 443, against 428 last year. 

There is an increase compared with last year of Tls. 4,000 in the 
amount recommended for the Nuisance Department, the great extension 
of roads and buildings in Hongkew making it necessary to add very con- 
siderably to the number of men employed in sweeping the roads and 
removing garbage. 

The usual amounts are provided for the Lighting and Water-supply 
of the Settlement.

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The appropriation recommended for Public Works is about the 
same as last year, there being an increase of Tls. 6,400 for Bridges and 
Bundings, and a reduction of nearly the same amount for Drainage, 
Landing-Stages, etc., etc, The amount recommended for Roads, Material, 
-etc., is larger than last year, Tls. 3,000 being appropriated to filling-in 
and extending the Bund foreshore, and Tls. 4,000 for widening and’ 
extending roads, 

The Expenditure recommended for Cemeteries is unusually large, as - 
it is now necessary to fill in and lay out another section of the New 
Cemetery, which it is estimated will cost fully Tls. 4,500. 

The appropriations recommended for the Public Band, Museum, and 
different Lducational establishments, are the same as last year, but there 
is a slight increase in those for the Volunteers and Fire Department, and 
for the Shanghai Library a provision is made of Tls. 600, being the same 
amount as was voted for it at the last Annual Meeting of Ratepayers. 

For Stock und Stores a larger provision than usual has been made, 
as the Works Department require another steam road-roller and traction 
engine, and a large qnantity of drain-pipes, whilst for the Nuisance 
Department it will be necessary to supply a good many additional carts 
for the removal of garbage, ete. 

The sum of Tls. 10,000, recommended to be paid into the Sinking 
Fund, is the usual amount appropriated for the redemption of Debentures. 

The Conncil do not propose that any change should be made in the’ 
present scale of Rates, Taxes and License Fees, and they recommend 
that the tariff of Dues leviable on Merchandise imported or exported at 
the Port of Shanghai, which came into effect on the Ist March 1885, and 
the rules appended thereto, be in force until the next Annual Meeting. 

The ‘Council recommend that the following Rates and Taxes be 
levied :— 

On Land.— ‘ths of 1 per cent per annum on assessed values.
